The impression which Josef Stalin makes on all Europeans 
who meet him—including all Russians (to whom he, racially, 
does not belong)~is that of outlandishness.

I talked to Stalin for three solid hours, sitting oppo- 
site him, and he did not look at me once. He seems to 
be a man without nerves or, at any rate, a man able to 
control his nerves to a degree altogether uncanny. He 
is taciturn and patient. 


Were his character as a whole different, those character- 
. istics could have made him a statesman and popular leader 


of the stature of the late Thomas G. Masaryk, founder of , 


the Czechoslovak Republic after World War II. 


But unlike Masaryk, Stalin is no philosopher. Stalin is 
a man filled to the brim with hidden passions, and there- 
fore his life has taken a course quite different from that of 
the Czech statesman.

We know from hundreds of studies that such reticent and 
slow men who may nevertheless “explode” at any moment 
are nowhere as frequent as among Asiatics. 

Stalin is an Asiatic. 

Imagine, then, such a buttoned-up, lonely figure usually 
in a gray tunic without any ribbon or medal, and never 
carrying a weapon; imagine his low forehead, the Mongol 
cut of his gray eyes, his tight-lipped mouth which sometimes 
holds a pipe burning about as slowly as he talks, and his 
hollow, never-loud voice, and you'll have a pretty accurate 
picture of what Stalin looks like. 


He was born, almost 70 years ago, in a wretched four- 
room brick house which you feel you can blow down 
when you stand in front of it. The upper parts of its 
walls are covered with rough boards which are just as 
uneven as the one stone step of the entrance door. 


This little house stands in a small provincial town of the 
Caucasus region, whose name is about as tongue-twisting as 
that of Stalin’s original family name. Practically all Rus- 
sian Communist leaders of his generation adopted aliases. 

In one of those four rooms Stalin’s father, a cobbler, had 
his workshop, while the adjoining room served as a kitchen

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for ~ wife when she came home at night from her factory 
work. 

There were some ehickens in the small yard and probably 
a cow, too. 


In that environment, the child learned something 
about minor peasant chores. But the whole atmosphere 
was entirely proletarian—and that, in those days, was 
tantamount to a life without any hope. 


For in the Province of Georgia, lying between the Cas- 
pian Sea and the Black Sea, only the sons of property owners 
who were in a position to pay for the schooling of their 
offspring could get anywhere in life. 


Only such~persons could even hope, with some luck, 
to gain a certain amount of equality with the ruling class 
of the military-minded Georgian aristocracy which, in turn, 
was subservient to the Russian boyars (petty nobles) and 


grand dukes. 


There was no such thing as a peasant, let alone a cobbler, 
owning land himself. Stalin’s father, born before 1862, had 


been a serf. 


And so he told his son.

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British Hesitancy Aids Reds ~ 
In Power Blockade of Berlin 


BERLIN, Aug. 14—(ONA)—By 
a policy of timorous hesitation, the 
British authorities here are attu- 


ally aiding the Russians in an im. 


portant phase of the Soviet block. 
ade of Western Berlin, officials of 
the United States Military Govern- 
ment now complain. 

Ever since the Russians imposed 
their economic siege nearly two 
months ago, the Soviets have pre- 
vented any electric power gener. 
ated in their sector going into the 
beleagured United States, British 
and French sectors of the city. In 
addition, they have hamstrung the 
operations of the power plants lo 
cated in those areas—the only coal 


that is available for electric gen-| 


erators in Western Berlin is, of 
course, that which can be flown 
in over the Anglo-American air 
bridge. As a result, it has been 
necessary to make severe cuts in 
the amount of electric power avail- 
able to Western Berlin. 

Except for four hours daily, the 
three Western sectors are entirely 
blacked out. Yet during this en- 
tire time United States officials 
protest angrily that the British au- 
thorities have continued to per- 
mit the Russians to use a power 


plant located at Spandau, in the’ 


from one point in the Soviet zone 
to anothey through Berlin. 


Just to make the situation even 
more ironic, some of the power 
which came through the Spandau 
plant fror the Soviet zone had 
been going into the British and 
French sectors and, in fact, had 
provided 25 percent of the power 
for Western Berlin. But when the 
Russians imposed the blockade 
they ordered the Germans in the 
plant to shut off that part of the 
power which was going to the 
Western Allies’ area. In the ab- 
sence of British orders to the con- 
trary, the German plant engineers 
did just that. 

United States officials for the 
last month have been after the 
British to reopen the switches of 
the Spandau station, which would 
send this much-needed power 
through its normal lines into the 
Western sectors. They have ar- 
gued that not only have the Brit-

PUZZLER 
Musician 
Welcomed 
By Reds

BERLIN — (By Airmail) — The 
Soviet’s first overt friendly ges- 
ture since the start of the current 
Berlin tension still is the object 
of puzzled comment here. Subject 
of the gesture was the famed 
American harpsichordist, Ralph 
Kirkpatrick, who was invited to 
play with the Leipzig city orches- 
tra for three days, virtually as an 
official guest of the Russian occu- 
pation authorities. 

On his return, Kirkpatrick told 
the writer he had enjoyed com- 
plete freedom of movement in 
Leipzig. He was entertained by the 
Red-controlled city officials and by 
Russian authorities while there 
and the public was very enthusi- 
astic over his performances. 

For the first time since the Ber- 
lin impasse took on the qualities 
of a siege, a Russian official car 
(a German Opel) and a Red Army 
escort officer entered the U. S. 
sector of Berlin to pick up the 
American musician. Later the car 
returned Kirkpatrick to the U. S. 
visitors’ bureau billet at Harnack 
House Annex. Although friendly, 
the Russian captain who had es- 
corted the musician turned down 
invitations to enter the American 
Harnack House bar for a drink. 

Kirkpatrick, in a U. S. Army 
automobile, with an American 
Army captain as escort, also pene 
trated the Soviet sector of Berlin, 
for another first since the block- 
ade. The musician gave a concert 
in the Russian sector’s German 
theater, visited the Red-controlled 
German radio station in the Brit- 
ish sector for a broadcast and en- 
tered the Red Zone several times 
to visit musical friends living in 
that area of the former Germen 
eapital. Only once was the car 
stopped — and then briefly — for 
Russian police interrogation. 

Despite official blasts in the So- 


viet press at American musicians| 


and music, numerous Russian of- 
ficers attended Kirkpatrick’s con- 
cert in the Red sector of Berlin.

Leff also found the ITU and its 
affiliate, Chicago Typographical 
Union No. 16, violated the law by 
refusing to bargain in good faith 
with the Chicago Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association and by insist- 
ing upon closed-shop conditions. 
Local 16 has been on strike against 
Chicago’s five daily newspapers 
since Nov. 24, 1947. 

The “featherbedding” charge 
grew out of the Union’s so-called 
“bogus work” or reproduction rule, 
a practice of resetting in type ad- 
vertisements, which have been sup- 
plied to a newspaper already proc- 
essed for publication. Leff ruled 
that it was not “sufficiently es- 
tablished” that “bogus work” con- 
stituted a violation of “featherbed- 
ding” banned by the Taft-Hartley 
Law.

He’s just kidding himself. 

You talk to any manager or any player in the league and 
they’ll tell you it’s brutal. That isn’t always true, either. This 
is the first time I’ve ever heard such unanimity on the part 
of baseball men in condemning officiating. 

A great deal of the trouble has been caused by inexperience.

Atlanta banks, credit managers and FHA officials are awaiting 
further word from Washington as to what effect recent congressional 
action will have on consumer installment credit and housing credit 


What the future holds for At-| 


fantans along these lines may be

the “Congressional Quarterly,” ap- 


plicable to the nation as a whole: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Public will have 
to lay cash on the line if they 
still want the new automatic wash- 
ing machine. They will have less 
ehance of getting a bank loan, but 
will have somewhat brighter hopes 
for signing the mortgage for the 
mew house next year.” 

Congress authorized the Federal 
Reserve Board to tighten bank 
loans and to restore controls on 
consumer installment credit un- 
til June 30, 1949, but local Fed- 
eral Reserve officials said they 
would not know the procedure un- 
til the Board acts. 

Retail credit managers appar- 
entiy look for a resumption of a 
modified “Regulation W,” the war- 
time brake on installment buying 
which expired last year. 

That regulation, for instance, re- 
quired one-third down payment on 
such items as electrical appliances

FHA officials here said they are 
awaiting word from Washington, 
expected next week, on proce- 
dures to follow under the new 
housing bill that was intended to 
liberalize housing credit terms, 
guaranteed profits on large-scale 
housing developments and provide 
for work toward standardization 
of building codes. 

The housing bill has been criti- 
cized by Ed W. Hiles, Executive 
Vice President of the Georgia Sav- 
ings and Loan League, as being 
more likely inflationary than use- 
ful in bringing down housing 
costs. 

Additionally, the bill failed to 
provide for slum clearance or pup- 
lic housing programs, as Congress 
refused to pass these provisions 
while also turning down most of 
President Truman’s requests for 
price, wage and rationing controls 
and other anti-inflationary meas- 
ures. 

The housing measure was de- 
signed to stimulate construction of 
homes under $6,000. FHA said 
they have had a lot of inquiries 
about the new law, and added 
they have not accepted applica- 
tions for high rental projects in 
six months.

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CONSTITUTION WOMAN OF THE WEEK 


She Loves Textile Mills Bab 


By LENNA McKINLEY 
Once in a great while there is a woman with a heart 
big enough to enfold all children with whom she is asso- 
ciated in a warm, personal love which makes them know 


they “belong.” 


Such an individual is Miss Mary Rivers, Director of 
the Jacob Elsas Nursery at Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills 
for the past 28 years, who now is watching lovingly over 
the second generation of babies while mothers work in 


the mills. 


A quiet, gentle-voiced woman with twinkling blue 
eyes and a crinkling smile that would win the heart of 
any child, Miss Rivers has under her daily supervision 
more than 150 youngsters, ranging in age from six months 
to 10 years, all of whom she knows by name and appar- 
ently loves as though each were her very own. 

Knowing from girlhood that her life-work would be 
with children, she trained to be a kindergarten teacher 


and worked for a year at Expo- 
sition Cotton Mills before asso- 
ciating herself with her present 
employers. When she went to 
Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills 28 
years ago, she was asked to take 
over the nursery, which had 
then been open only two years 
and was serving only a few chil- 
dren of the company’s em- 
ployees. 

But the good news spread 
rapidly throughout the mill com- 
munity that here was a woman 
in whose hands their babies 
would be safe and happy, and 
the nursery soon overran its 
quarters and had to be enlarged. 
Each year more and more moth- 
ers have entrusted their young- 
sters to her loving care, and to- 
day she finds herself sharing 
the rearing of practically all 
children whose mothers are em- 
ployed in the mills. 

Her staff consists of seven 


women assistants, most of whom . 


are residents of that community, 
and 18 capable Negro maids, all 
of whom love the children de- 
votedly. Proof of her wisdom in 
choosing her helpers in this la- 


bor of love is the fact that they - 


have continued on in the work 
for years. One Negro woman 
has been with Miss Rivers 15 
years, one white assistant 10 
years, and another five years. 


Nursery doors are open at 
5:30 a. m., with everything in 
readiness to take over normal 
schedules for children of all 
ages. Tiny babies are given their 
bottles, bathed and sunned just 
as conscientiously as their moth- 
ers would do the job. Older 
children are given a bath if 
mother did not have time for 
that detail before she left for 
work; they have a well-rounded 
work and play schedule; they 
all take naps in clean comfor- 
table cribs; and every day they 
are served well-balanced meals, 
with dessert as a reward for 
cleaning up their plates. Never 
has Miss Rivers had more than 
two or three problem children, 
and those were soon loved in- 
to a happy adjustment. Closing 
time is at 11:30 p. m., after the 
last mother comes to take her 
babies home. 


In addition to supervising all 
activities of the nursery and co- 
operating with the mill clinic 
detecting their medical needs, 
Miss Rivers manages a sort of 
one-woman Family Service So- 
ciety in the regular visits she 
makes to the homes of mill fam- 
ilies. Their problems are her 
problems, but she never forces 
herself upon any of them. They 
appreciate her sympathetic un- 
derstanding and have learned to 
rely upon her wisdom when dif- 
ficulties arise. Whether she is 
called upon to secure a wheel- 
chair for a patient just out of 
the hospital, asked to help set- 

_tle a domestic quarrel, or call-

ed in the middle of the night 
about the baby’s upset tummy, 
it’s all part of her job and she 


performs the duty happily. 

“It has been such an enrich- 
ing experience, working with 
my children, and trying to help 
their parents whenever they 
have needed me,”. she said, 
smiling contentedly as she 
watched her brood playing hap- 
pily among themselves. “Did 
you ever see a more beauti- 
ful group of children? And so 
healthy. We’re all proud of those 
rosy cheeks. But please, don’t 
give me credit for the job. My 
helpers do the work. I just su- 
pervise them—and spoil the ba- 
bies, I’m afraid. But they are 
precious, every one of them.”

Radio Instruction Slated 
In City, County Schools 


Picture a second-grader sitting quietly in a schoolroom listen- 
ing closely to the story of “Little Squeaky Bug” on the classroom 


radio. 


Or usually apathetic high school students listening eagerly 


as their literature book comes alive on the air waves. 


That’s what will happen when 
WABE-FM goes on the air in 
September. Every school day 
from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m. WABE 
will beam educational radio 
programs to Atlanta City and 
Fulton County schools from its 
City Hall studios. Although the 
station’s call letters stand for 
Atlanta Board of Education, the 
station will be operated jointly 
by the Fulton County and At- 
lanta City School Systems. 


“The station’s principal pur- 
pose will be to assist classroom 
teachers in speeding up and im- 
proving instruction,” says Wal- 
ter S. Bell, director of audio- 
visual education for the city 
schools and manager of the new 
station. 


However, he added, the sta- 
tion will have several other 
functions. It will provide voca- 
tional training for boys and girls 
interested in radio engineering, 
announcing, script writing and 
acting. Students of the Smith- 
Hughes Vocational Schoo] are 
already getting first-hand experi- 
ence as engineers. Announcers 
will be drafted from the city 
high schools and radio work- 
shops to be established in the 
high schools will help write and 
produce the 1,200 programs 
planned for the coming year. 


The station is expected to pro- 
vide an incentive to students 
who usually rebel at the 1,000- 
word theme assignment. Now 
they’ll be assigned radio scripts 
on Madame Curie, Alexander 
Graham Bell, etc. And public 
speaking classes will supple- 
ment their platform speeches 
with assignments at the WABE 
microphone. 


The Rich Foundation has 
spent something like $50,000 on 
the new station, providing sta- 
tion equipment, 300 portable 
classroom radios, a $4,000 music 
and education record library, 
and $1,500 worth of tape record- 
ing and transcription apparatus. 


All programs will be preceded 
by utilization bulletins, said A. 
M. Gaines, supervisor of radio 
education for the city schools 
and production director for the 
new station. The bulletins will 
give teachers the name, series 
number, date of broadcast, dis- 
cussion suggestions, a bibliog: 
raphy of reference material, and 
a vocabulary list of words for 
each program. Also _ included 
will be a list of the number of 
times the program will be broad: 
cast, for sometimes the same 
show will be rebroadcast seven 


times in one day to reach dif-

It was, we guess, naive of us even for 
one moment to imagine the Winecoff 
Hotel was finally to be sold ‘and some- 
thing done to eliminate the city’s worst 
eyesore. | 

But hope springs eternal in the human 
breast and, unversed in the legal techni- 
calities as we are, we dared to think that 
all possible loopholes had been exhausted, 
the red tape finally eliminated and that 
there would be no last-minute resorting 
te additional time-killing tactics. 

The Winecoff has been standing at 
one of the city’s busiest intersections for 
over 20 months now, a ghastly scarecrow 
marring the skyline. It has become not 
only a gaunt reminder of our greatest 
tragedy, but a concrete indictment of our 
municipal lethargy. Apparently, it is not 
enough that it should have caused more 
death and suffering than any other sin- 
gle incident in our city’s recent history, 
but it must. now stand throughout the 


years a mocking memorial to our inabil- 
ity to get things done. 

We do not know how much additional 
delay is entailed in the latest maneuver. 
The lay mind has long since been lost in 
the labyrinth of legal technicalities in 
which the 14-story deathtrap has been 
involved. 


We do know that the Winecoff’s black- 
ened hulk is hurting business in its neigh- 
borhood. 


We do know that the wooden barri- 
cades about it are a menace to pedes- 
trians. 


And we do know that it should be 
condemned as an eyesore, if not as a pub- 
lie nuisance. 

If there is any reason why the Mayor 
and Council are unable to take the indi- 
cated action, then we urge that the City 
Attorney begin now to prepare legisla- 
tion to provide the necessary authority. 


Let's Get On With the Job 


One month from today, work can— 
and should—get under way on the North- 
South Expressway.

Just Who Is Running This Time? 


Following Herman Talmadge into Northeast Georgia last week, we found some confusion as to 


who is running for Governor this Summer. 


We also found that “sobriety” is being injected subtlely 


as an issue in the campaign. While waiting for young Talmadge to speak at Winder we overheard 
this comment coming from one of a group of three old farmers: 


“Shore, I’m gonna vote for Talmadge. I been 
a’votin’ fer him ever since he’s been runnin’. 
I voted fer him when he run for Commissioner 
of Agriculture, and I intend to keep a’votin’ 
fer him.” 

It was our own impression that the 35-year- 
old Herman was making his first political race. 
We thought it was his father, now dead, who ran 
for Commissioner of Agriculture. We found 
quite a number of people who apparently think 
they are voting for “Ole Gene” ... tending to 
support one sage’s prediction of a few years 
ago that Gene Talmadge could carry that county 
even if he were dead. 


A few weeks ago, Former Gov. Arnall said 
in effect that the people would pick Acting Gov. 


Thompson because they wanted a sober Gover- . 


nor. Picking up this obvious challenge, the Rev. 
J. C. West, Baptist preacher, introduced Tal- 
madge at Elberton as a sober candidate. 

Gubernatorial Candidate Hoke O’Kelley told 
us a story several months ago about running 
into the idea that the late Gene Talmadge was 
the candidate this year.. 


“J asked an old farmer in South Georgia 
te vote for me,” O’Kelley related. “He told 
me he couldn’t do it. I asked him why. And 
he just flashed his red suspenders at me, 
and said he had always voted for Ole 
Gene. I told him that Gene was dead and 
was not a candidate this year. But the 
farmer replied that Gene left a young’un. 
I told him that Herman also had a young’un, 
and that this young’un probably would 
have a young’un, and I asked him if he was 
going to keep handing the throne down from 
generation to generation.” 


This kind of talk is even making an im- 
pression on Herman. In “lberton, the brand 
new gubernatorial candidate looked at a group 
of University of Georgia students in the crowd 
and said: “I am glad to report that this is one 
time the Georgia students are with us.” As 
we say, it was our impression that this is the 
first opportunity the Georgia students and others 
have had to be with Herman, since it is his first 
political venture. 


Some* of Gene Talmadge’s supporters say 
they sometimes get a sort of an eerie feeling 
when they approach a crowd being addressed 
by Herman. The campaign voice of the younger 
Talmadge is a country drawl that somewhat 
resembles his fathér’s voice. The speeches in- 
clude a large number of direct pick-ups from 
Gene Talmadge’s campaign promises of 1946, 
without even changing the wording. If these 
people listened attentively enough and _ sized 
up the crowd sufficiently, they wouldn’t be 
confused, however. There is a lot of difference 
in the size of the crowd that hears Herman 
and the ones which Gene Talmadge used to 
draw. There also is a lot of difference in the 
enthusiasm of the crowds. And there is plenty 
of difference in the way the father and the son 
talked to the crowd. 


While the younger candidate cannot sway the 
crowd like his father did, Herman is the more 
capable speaker. He lays down facts which are 


based either wholly or partly on truths, and | 
conclusions—naturally | 


then draws his own 
biased. He speaks for 45 minutes. without 
making an error in grammar, while the elder 
Talmadge used to spurt out disjointed sentences 
and deliberately take on a backwoods igno- 
rance that belied his degree from the University 
of Georgia. There are a handful of hired 
“Tell ’em about it Hummon” boys following 
young Talmadge from town to town like Gene 
used to have. But Herman doesn’t interrupt 
his prepared speech to jest with them to the 
amusement of the crowd like his father did. 


Herman puts some fire into his voice as he 
blazes away at President Truman’s so-called 
civil rights program, and he makes an appeal 
for votes on the Negro issue. The listeners 
don’t seem to notice it, but Herman doesn’t 
threaten to pit State troops against Federal 
troops at the State borders like Gene usually 
did in talking of a white primary and FEPC. 
Herman says: “We'll have a primary just as 
white as we can make it,” and knowing the 
Governor’s office is limited in fighting a pro- 
gram of Federal legislation, Herman doesn’t 
say anything about troops—he just says he'll 
holler go loud he can be heard in London.

There are the Pentecostal Assemblies of Jesus Christ, the Catho- 
lic Apostolic Church, the International Church of the Four Square 
Gospel, the Pentecostal Fire-Baptized Church, the Pentecostal Holi- 
ness Church, the Pillar and Ground of Truth Church, the Over- 
coming Holy Church of God, Christ’s Sanctified Holy Church—they 
run on and on.

Two Seeds small sect of “Two-Seed-in-the-Spirit Predestinarian 
Baptists.” Their doctrine of “two seeds in the spirit” was so Cal- 
vinistic it made the old-time Presbyterian doctrine of predestina- 
tion and infant damnation seem mild. They believe that in the 
beginning there were two seeds in mankind, one seed from God 
and one from the devil, and each unchangeably produces good and 
bad, saved and lost people. They considered, and still do, I sup- 
pose, all evangelistic work entirely unnecessary, since Christ came 
to save sinners and finished His work. If you weren’t saved you 
were a gonner and that’s all there was to it. 


Serpents The serpent-handling sects have broken away from 

the more orthodox Church of God. They believe they 
store up great credit in the book of judgment by demonstrating 
their faith by handling serpents. Mark 16:18 is their source of 
“authority.”

Often, when an individual is described as an 
“idealist” the term is used as a reproach. To 

EE make the accusation stronger, the adjective 
“dreamy” is frequently added. “Dreamy idealist” becomes a classi- 
fication of reproach. 

Yet, when you consider it, the idealist is one of the most im- 
portant characters in the story of mankind’s progress. 
dreamer comes first, as does the pioneer in the exploration of new 
realms for conquest. The pioneer leaves his bieached bones to 
mark the trail for the settler who comes after. So, in the realm 
of the mind, the dreamer, though scorned, opens the avenue of 
hope which some day will be followed by the men who make 
dreams come true. 


Without the idealist to hold ever before us the goal of perfec- 
tion in any area of human endeavor, the practical men who follow 
would have no guide, would lack the compass which points toward 
the pole of perfection. 


In our way of life we point proudly to the 
Our Democracy blueprint of democracy as drawn by the 
nation’s forefathers and embellished by the great leaders who 
have come since. 


That blueprint of democracy constitutes an ideal form of 
human government and human society, but it is, so far, an un- 
realized ideal of men who dreamed of a perfect society which, 
some day, we shall make real. We have not yet reached the ideal. 
We are far from the goal which democracy sets. We advance, 
slowly and uncertainly at times, by compromise and by adjust- 
ment. But we are always progressing, even though at times that 
progress seems so slow we cannot measure it. 


One thing we hold, though, to be true. Democracy is the root 
of the perfect social order which, some day, humanity shall 
achieve. It is the only form of government which can achieve 
that ideal. For it is the form of government which is based upon 
the concept of the dignity of the individual. All other known 
governmental systems — monarchies, dictatorships, communes, 
fascisms—all insult the human spirit by demeaning some men to a 
lower classification than others in the human scale. 


Democracy is thus founded upon the same basic ideal as Chris- 


| etianity. For the great concept that Jesus Christ brought into the | 


world was the concept of the importance of the individual human 
spirit. 
knew no rights at all, He taught of a Father who loved all men, 
His children. 
slaves, He brought the hope of freedom. 


It Will Come some day the Kingdom of God shall be estab- 
lished on earth, so we know that some day mankind will achieve 
and enjoy the perfect social order, the ideal system of self-gov- 
ernment of which man, only a little lower than the angels, is 
capable. 

That perfect social order will be very different from what we 
know. It will not be realized until many more centuries have 
passed. It will be so different we of today, perhaps, would not 
recognize it. It will include, beyond doubt, some features of 
ideologies which we now too blindly condemn in toto. 


Of one fact, though, we may be sure. The ideal order yet to 
come will be a form of democracy. 

We are far from realization of our ideal. We progress but 
slowly. We stumble and ofttime go astray. Yet we know beyond 
doubt we are on the right road. The road of democracy is the 
road of freedom and the road of ultimate nobility and happiness 
for all. 

Let them call us “dreamy idealists.” As strivers for perfection, 
we at least point the way, hold high the vision and keep the 
promise burning bright.

Writes Mr, Ewing:

I have been reading your pieces about the whippoorwills and 


other birds, and would like ‘to tell you a few things ' have learned by watching them. The whip- 


poorwil] does caj] from trees, and maybe from the ground, too. 


I don’t know. He is a speckled 


bird, very much the color of a bull bat.’ As you know, the bull bat never lights except on the 


ground, and some people might get confused between the bull bat and the whippoorwill. The whip- 


poorwill also has a hairy mouth and tongue, which helps it to catch insects. 


“Now, there is a vast difference between two 
of the birds you thought might be the same— 
the mourning dove and the rain crow. The 
mourning doVe is a small bird of a beautiful dove 
color, just the color of the game dove, but much 
smaller. 

“He calls or sings with a mournful sound, 
but knowing the sound is from the beautiful little 
bird that feeds from cracked peanuts around my 
warehouse, it is very pleasant to listen to. 

“The rain crow is a much bigger bird than 
the little dove. It is about the color of a thrush, 
but larger, and his call is different from any of 
our other domestic birds.” . 

I am very grateful to Mr. Ewing for his 
ornithological note, and now I wish that some- 
body would straighten me out on another thing 
that I have wondered about mildly for years. 


It has nothing to.do with birds, but is a form 
ef speech which a long time ago was used in 
rural districts to insult the students at a school 
and caused them to burn with great indignation.

It came at a time when the first German 
women captured by the Russians during the 
war returned to their fatherland from Siberia, 
after three years of slaving in coal mines at 
starvation wages. They told of half of the 
women prisoners dying of hunger and exhaustion, 
and their words could not be impugned.

The next big blow to business came 
with Sir Stafford Cripps’ announcement of 
the Winter budget. In an effort to control 
spending and increase savings, high pur- 
chase taxes were imposed, some as high as 
125 percent and there were many concealed 
and indirect taxes. There was also some 


pegging of wages. 


I can only say that the discouragement of 
— worked too well. Prices of silver, 

ther goods, jewelry, antiques, etc. became so 
prohibitive that sales fell away alarmingly. 

The best shoes, woolens, clothes, linens, cot- 
ton piece goods had gone for export and the 
inferior stuff available to British women was 
simply not worth one-third the price asked for 
it. Consequently it was not bought. 

Loud cries went up from British manufac- 
turers and retailers, so anguished that the Board 
of Trade were forced to make slight reductions 
in coupon values; but, except at discount sales, 
where prices were reduced as well, there were 
mo purchasers. 

For the extremely few with unlimited funds, 
shopping was a real pleasure for there were 

lenty of idle salespeople, and few customers 
. the shops. 

Thermos flasks, cooking equipment, hot 
water bottles, once so scarce and sought after, 
lay about untouched. The public were paying 
eut all they had for food, fuel, rerits and taxes. 
Nothing remotely resembling a rise in wages 
appeared on the horizon. 

Publishers complained at length of rising 
costs of paper and production; nobody, appar- 
entiy, had money to spend on books as they had 
done durjng the war. Just one week before I left 
Britain one of the largest publishing houses in 
London let 40 persons go from their editorial 
staff. Two U. S&S. firms have closed down their 


London offices. The entire business has as fine 
a case of jitters as I’d like to see. 


Three theaters closed down within a month. 
Tickets which had formerly been so hard to get 
that they must be booked months in advance 
could be had this Summer two or three days 
before a performance, or—if you weren’t par- 
ticular—on the day you wanted them. 


Fine old restaurants apologized for the food 
they had to serve you, and‘only half the tables 
were taken. 

The petrol ban had already caused century- 
old hotels in remote places to close down. 


Today I have two cuttings from the Lon- 
don Evening News of July 22, which Robert 
has sent me. “Million Olympic Game Tickets 
Still Unsold” is the headline of one, and an- 
other, telling of a Fashion Parade for Over- 
seas Buyers states: “1,500 Invited, But Only 
Five Came.” Here is the statement: “Brit- 
ain’s biggest fashion parade, the London 
‘Fashion Fortnight’ in which 230 firms 
are taking part, started today with a parade 
of English-tailored coats at Grosvenor House, 
Park Lane. 

“So far the number of overseas buyers is 
disappointing. Fifteen hundred overseas in- 
vitations were sent out by the Board of 
Trade, only 60 acceptances were received 
and today only five overseas buyers were 
present.” 


If you still think there is doubt about a 
financial slump in Britain, this may convince 
you: On Bank Holiday, the first Monday in 
August, everybody in England who is not in 
the hospital under an oxygen tent, goes some- 
where else. People sleep all night in railway 
stations so that they can get standing room on 
the train next morning. Queues extend—liter- 
ally—for more than a mile. Well, this year my 
husband went up to Oxford on that day after 
queueing for only 15 minutes, and had a fairly 
comfortable seat on the train.

Wallace Bid Is U. S. Fifth 
Of Sizable Third Parties 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—(4)— 
The candidacy of Henry A. Wal- 
lace is-the fifth sizable third par- 
ty bid for the Presidency since the 
War Between the States. 

No third party candidate has 
come close to winning election, but 
Bull Moose Progressive Theodore 
Roosevelt got more votes than one 
of his major-party opponents. He 
received 88 electoral votes to eight 
for President Taft, the Republican, 
in 1912. Democrat Woodrow Wil- 
son won with 435 electoral votes. 


The Republicans were a third 
party when they organized in 
1854, but in the 1856 campaign 
they became the major opponent 
of the Democrats. Four years 
later they elected their first 
President, Abraham Lincoln. 


Wallace is the second Iowan to 
head a third party ticket. The 
first was James B. Weaver, Presi- 
dential nominee of the Populists 
in 1892. He received 22 electoral 
votes and more than 1,000,000 
popular votes. 

Third best showing in the post- 
1865 period was made by Sen. 
Robert M. La Follette, Sr., Pro- 
gressive candidate in 1924. He won 
the 18 electoral votes of Wisconsin 
and about one-sixth of the total 
popular vote in a race against 
President Coolidge and Democrat 
John W. Davis. 

Horace Greeley, standard-bearer 
of the Liberal Republicans in 1872, 
was also the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic Party. President Grant, 
regular Republican candidate, de- 
feated Greeley by an overwhelm- 
ing electoral majority. 

Teddy Roosevelt’s showman-. 
ship made the 1912 campaign 

one of the liveliest in history. It 
reached a dramatic climax when | 
Col. Roosevelt was shot and

wounded by a fanatic three 
weeks before the election. 

The Rough Rider was shot as he 
was getting into an automobile to 
go to an auditorium in Milwaukee. 
John Schrank, of New York City, 
squirmed through a crowd of 
Roosevelt admirers, drew a revolv- 
er from a coat pocket and sent a 
bullet into the Colonel’s right 
breast. 


Teddy insisted on delivering his 
speech. The bullet pierced an out- 
er coat, and the manuscript of his 
speech in the inside pocket of his 
jacket. 

Stepping to the front of the au- 
ditorium platform, he pulled the 
blood-stained manuscript from his 
pocket, showed it to the audience 
and said: “You see it takes more 
than that to kill a Bull Moose.” 


“I’m going to ask you to be 
very quiet and please excuse me 
from making a very long 
speech,” he added. “I'll do the 
best I can, but you see there’s 
a bullet in my body. But it’s 
nothing; I’m not badly injured.” 


He spoke for more than an hour 
before he consented to being taken 
to a hospital. Schrank told police 
that deceased President McKinley 
had appeared to him in a dream 
and commanded him to kill Roose- 
velt. He said he had been follow- 
ing him three weeks, trying to get 
a shot at him. 

The Roosevelt supporters, first 
third party to adopt the title Pro- 
gressive, chose the Bull Moose em- 
blem to compete with the GOP 
elephant and the Democratic 
donkey. Regular Republicans. 
dubbed the Bull Moosers “Elepha- 
donks” and “Party Wreckers.” 


The title Progressive. stemmed 
from the National Progressive Re- 
publican League, organized early 
in 1911 by the elder Sen. La Fol- 


lette and Sen. Jonathan Bourne, cf 
Oregon. Republican governors of 
six Western states, Sens. Dolliver 
and Cummins, of Iowa, Editors 
William Allen White and William 
Rockhill Nelson were among the 
prominent supporters of the Pro- 
gressive movement. 


Republican intra-party war- 
fare in Congress had been bitter 
for three years. A coalition of 
insurgent Republicans and 
Democrats stripped Speaker Joe 
Cannon, “Czar of the House,” of 
authority to pick members of 
the Rules Committee and of 
other autocratic powers. 


The Progressives’ 1912 platform 
called for a minimum wage and 
maximum hours of work, old age 
pensions and unemployment insur- 
ance, abolition of child labor, 
downward revision of the tariff 
and voters’ recall of State judici- 
ary officials. 

The name Progressive was 
again taken by La Follette sup- 
porters, who bolted the Repub- 
lican Convention which nominated 
President Coolidge in 1924. Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler, Democratic Sena- 
tor from Montana,, was chosen as 
La Follette’s running mate. 

The La Follette Progressive 
platform advocated public owner- 
ship of railways, nomination and 
election of the President by popu- 
lar vote and a constitutional’ 
amendment providing that Con- 
gres could re-enact a law over- 
riding a Supreme Court ruling 
that it was unconstitutional. 

The platform of the Wallace 
Progressives calls for “public own- 
ership of the largest banks, the 
railroads, electric power and gas 
industry and industries primarily 
dependent on Government funds.” 
It also favors a national old-age 
pension of $100 a month for all 
persons at the age of 60.

Those Gnats

DUBLIN, Aug. 14—Boll weevils, white fringe beetles, cutworms 
and other insects take their toll economically and infuriate men to 
the extent that concerted and commercial efforts are made to eradi- 
eate them. Theirs is not a personal affront, not an attack on man 
himse 


But have you ever tried to mow! 
the lawn when you are full of 
energy and determined to get the 
job done, only to have to stop eve- 

turn of the wheel to fan away 
Bie small black gnats from your 
eyes? Or sat under the trees in the 
eool of the evening to enjoy re- 
laxation and communion with na- 
ture, to spend the whole time 
brushing at the troublesome pests? 
They e the joy out of life in 
this otherwise pleasant deep 
South, particularly when the vic- 
tim, worn out with their pestifer- 
eusness, realizes their source. 

The eye gnats, or Hippelates, as 
they are known to the entomology 
world, abound in the lower South 
and the sections of Georgia from 
Macon on down have more of 
them than any other part of 
Georgia. The name Hippelates 
grapically describes them—“driver 
ef horses”—and they do just that; 
not only horses, but they drive 
men, women and children, and es- 
pecially the latter. 

As to their origin, listen to what 
the Georgia Department of En- 
telomogy has to say: “They breed 
in decaying vegetable and animal 
matter and excrements of various 
animals.” Heretofore, we had con- 
sidered them pests indeed, but 
mot in the class of insects in the 
fiy category. Now, when we bat

They breed in soil that is light, 
friable, freshly plowed and con: 
taining plenty of humus. 


These adult Hippelates proba: 
bly cause “sore eyes” or pink eye, 
particularly in children, and have 
a definite liking for lachrymal se- 
cretions, sebacious secretions, pus 
and blood. Ugh, everything we 
find out about gnats is repulsive, 
and the more we study the more 
horrid they become. 


The flies (gnats) deposit their 
eggs on decaying organic matter 
and hatch in about three days, en- 
tomology experts tell us. It takes 
only about 11 days for the larvae 
to become full fed, and “pupate 
close to the surface of the mate- 
rial in which the larvae develop 
The pupal stages require about six 
days, making a total of about 21 
days from et! to adult fly. There 
are several generations each year 
. « « they generally pass the win- 
ter in the larval state although 
some live over as adult flies.” 

The provoking thing about gnats 
is, that whereas you can spray for 
mosquitoes and flies, wield the 
swatter and insure a little privacy 
in your own home, on your veran: 
das and lawns, there is not much 
one can do to shoo this particular 
breed away efficaciously. Control 
is difficult, and would you believe 
it, involves trapping, with finely 
chopped liver as bait? 


Gnat trapping opens up new 
avenues for sportsmen and victim- 
ized citizens. Other measures in 
clude sanitation, removal of’ gar- 
bage, manure piles, and decaying 
vegetable matter; cultural meth- 
ods such as light discing of the 
soil, and tightly screened homes. 
Painting the screens with DDT 
paint helps, and a degree of hope 
is held out to the out-of-door lov- 
ers in the recommendation of the 
newly developed fly repelents of 
dimethyl phthalate, Rutgers 612, 
and indalone. But even this mix- 
ture gives protection only up to 
five hours. An interesting feature 
about the use of these preventives 
to exterminate the gnats that prey 
on the eyes, is that these very 
compounds are harmful to the 
eyes, and special care must be 
taken in applying them. 


The eye gnat is pestiferous, as 
pointed out and generally agreed, 
and in South Georgia he is down: 
right pestiferous, to coin a word, 
nagging and frustrating. They do 
emit a warning sound, but it is not 
very loud nor encouraging.

In Georgia Minerals

Georgia’s growing awareness of the need for a better balance of 
industry and agriculture today is diverting interest to the State’s 
virtually untapped potential—mineral resources. 


Capt. Garland Peyton, Director 
of the State Department of Min- 
ing and Geology, is hoping that 
his dream of 10 years—better utili- 
zation of Georgia minerals—at last 
is beginning to unfold. 

Peyton is a calm, patient man 
who thinks of the future instead 
of the day at hand, but even his 
disciplined nature is excited when 
he talks of the unlimited possibil- 
ities for exploitation of minerals. 

He pointed out: 

“We know that Georgia has 60 
minerals that can be used com- 
mercially. Right now, we are 
using only 35. This means, of 
course, that the State’s mineral re- 
sources are almost virgin—in di- 
rect contrast to our depleted for- 
ests and wildlife resources.” 

A good example of how cau- 
tiously the mining department is 
pushing its new program was the 
recent call sent out to farmers to 
become “part-time” gold miners. 

Georgia has a healthy, virtually 
untouched gold belt streaking 
across the northeastern section. 
Another extends almost to Atlanta. 
Peyton’s plan to mine and use 
more of this gold—the present out- 
put is startlingly low—is to have 
farmers mine gold in their “off” 
agriculture periods. They would 
take the gold:to centrally located 
mills for processing. 

Peyton said he has had hun- 
dreds of enthusiastic replies. They 
were not only from mining experts 
but from farmers—both men and 
women — interested in part-time 
work and intrigued with the idea 
of being gold miners. 

Georgia’s chief gold mining 
towns are Dahlonega, Acworth 
and a small settlement near Dah 
lonega, Auroria. 

All gold mining halted during 
the war, but in 1940 Georgia made 
$33,635 from it. Peyton says the 
output should go back up to $25,- 
000 or $30,600 in a year or two. 

A wonderful example of the po- 
tentialities of Georgia minerals is 
the recent discovery of a vein of 
sillimanite, Sillimanite is used in 
manufacturing electrical insulators 
and in electronics equipment. 

Previously, manufacturers had 
to search all over the world for 
the scarce mineral. Now Georgia 
knows it has a supply. But Pey- 
ton said: 

“We don’t have the facilities to 
conduct further research and to 
fully explore our supply of silli- 
manite.”’ 

This lack of = facilities — of 
trained mining engineers and met- 
allurgists—is hampering the State, 
of course. But it doesn’t dampen 
Peyton’s spirits. He said: 

“Georgia doesn’t have a school 
of mining, and has not had since 
1931. This means that we don’t 
have enough experts to really do 
justice to our possibilities, but the 
day will come.” 

Peyton cited another example of 
what Georgia is losing because of 
its failure to develop mineral! re- 
sources fully. He explained Geor- 
gia has a white clay belt through 
Washington, Wilkerson and Twiggs 
Counties. He said: 

“These counties ship over $12,- 
000,000 worth of raw clay each 
year, but the State gets only what 
we call the ‘pick and shovel’ la- 
bor return. 

“The clay is shipped North for 
manufacturing. Georgia gets only 
9 cents out of every dollar the clay 


fl 


is worth. If we kept the clay here 
and manufactured articles trom it, 
we would get approximately 75 
cents out of every dollar.” 

Peyten has a dream about what 
Georgia could do with the clay. 
He said if farmers and residents 
of the clay belt could be taught 
how to manufacture clay objects 
they could be sold in the towns 
where they are produced. 

Or, if the objects were made 
according to a uniform pattern, 
they possibly could be shipped to 
Atlanta and other large cities for 
sale in department stores. 


Peyton and his coworkers are 
currently very excited over the 
discovery of India kyanite in Pick- 
ens County. He explained this 
rare element usually is found only 
in India and Madagascar. 

He admitted theré probably is 
not enough in Georgia to be of great 
export value, but there again his 
department is hampered by lack 
of facilities for further, extensive 
investigation. 

When Peyton was appointed di- 
rector in 1938, the Department of 
Mines made $14,000 in revenue for 
Georgia. Last year the figure was 
over $25,000. He is justly proud 
of the 10-year record. Now, if the 
public, industrialists and farmers 
will become conscious of the po- 
tentialities of Georgia minerals, 
Peyton will be a very happy man.

Guided closely by the experi- 
ment stations, particularly the 
Mountain Station near Blairsville, 
these farmers are supplying the 
phosphate, potash and other min- 
erals their soils need for high pro- 
duction. As a result, yields per 
acre are going up. Many farmers 
in the area are producing more 
than 100 bushels of corn per acre, 
and the average yield for all farms 
has increased more than 25 per- 
cent during the past 10 years. 
One of the outstanding recent de- 
velopments has been the rapid ex- 
pansion of Ladino clover and fes- 
cue for permanent sod, and the 
use of Winter grazing crops. 

Deck Jones, who has been a 
test demonstrator since the begin- 
ning of the program in 1935 has, 
by the addition of lime, phosphate, 
potash and other fertilizer, made 
legumes build his land into a high 
state of production. “My farm is 
now seven times bigger than it 
was in 1934,” he said, “because 
production has increased _ that 
much.” 

Last year his son produced 153 
bushels of corn per acre and won 
the 4-H Club State prize for corn 
production. Not to be outdone by 
his son, Jones is now attempting 
to produce 200 bushels per acre. 
Last Fall he limed the land and 
sowed crimson clover. 
eral amounts of chicken manure 
were applied. The area was turn- 
ed in March and the corn planted 
in April, using Dixie-18, a hybrid.

Grady Satterfield, who produc- 
ed 173 bushels of corn per acre 
last year to become known as 
Georgia’s “Corn King,” is also at- 
tempting to produce 200 bushels 
per acre this year. He also sowed 
his land to crimson clover last 
Fall, used liberal amounts of lime 
and phosphate, applied manure 
and planted the corn the first of 
May.

BAXLEY, Aug. 14—(4)—They

The conservationists—State and 
Federal—have already shown 
what can be done with worn out 
and eroded land. They did it with 
one-day demonstration at Winder 
recently. Previously a farm had 
been done over in one day near 
Valdosta. 

Now they want to prove that 


ust acres of swampland and scrub 


on the flat plains of south Georgia. 

The home, now occupied by 128 
orphans, was purchased by the 
Georgia Baptist Convention about 
two years ago and, as farms go, it 
is a pretty good one.

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The Fashion-Plate Duchess 

Must Maintain Five Serv- 

ants, but Tredition Alone 
Won't Pay the Bills.

WY rove in 1934 the Princess Marina of the 
Royal but refugee House of Greece mar- 
“ried the Duke of Kent,'son of the late 
George V, King of England, and a brother of 
King George VI, it was a Royal Cinderella, rags- 
to-riches romance. 

They were “glad rags,’ however, because the 
poor but lovely Princess was earning her bread 
and butter modelling for a Paris fashion house. 

Some eight years later when the Duke was 
killed in a plane crash, the Duchess again found 
herself in “reduced circumstances.” 

Nevertheless, with her faultless taste and 
her understanding of how to make the most of 
a limited budget, she still managed to maintain 
her position as a fashion plate. 

. Only on the rarest occasions, however, such 
as Princess Elizabeth’s wedding and the Silver 
Wedding Jubilee of George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth, has she appeared in a new creation. 
_ - The Duke left an estate, yielding his widow 
about $36,000 a year, gross income; but after 
paying tax, surtax and the new capital tax it is 
estimated at less than $20,000. She was not 
ong 45 persons in all Britain who had 
$24,000 “take home” income, after taxes. 

-_ Much less than $20,000 would be ample to 
support a widow with three children and even 
“keep up with the Joneses,” except that these 
happen to be royal “Joneses.” 

That fashion-plate tradition was one of many, 
crushing obligations fastened on Marina by her 
Cinderella marriage. 

At that time, Marina had no money for a 
public wedding and the Duke could not afford 
anything worthy of the son of an English King, 
so the Sovereign came to the rescue and splendid 
were the returns from the investment. 

Beautiful, gracious of manner, she photo- 
graphed royally, in gowns as tasteful as they 
were becoming and costly. England, all Europe 
and the Americas took the bride to their hearts, 
much as later they took Princess Elizabeth. 

It was an international triumph, but there 
was another price—ever afterwards she would 
be expected to live up to the tradition that 
English royalty must always be faultlessly at- 
tired when appearing in public. Having been 
previously trained in the school of poverty, she 
has upheld that tradition since she lost her hus- 
band by usually keeping out of the public eye.

the Duke had lived in, selling its library, paint- 
ings, porcelains and furniture, inherited from 
the Duke’s aunt, Princess Louise. Had the auc- 


tion been held at the mansion, such treasures” 


would have — a, substantial fortune—but 
once again tradition forbade that. Personal 
property of the Royal Family must be auctioned 
anonymously——so the possessions went as the 
belongings of a “lady deceased" for about one 
third of their value. 

_ Marina kept quite a fortune in jewelry. There 
was no tradition against selling this, but she 
would not part with a single item. The reason 
was not sentiment, but the experiences of her 
own and other Royal Families, fleeing from 
political upheavals. 

Since gems are wealth in its most concen- 
trated form, a woman can escape with enough 
of them to keep her the rest of her life. 

The only roof over Marina’s head has been 
the inherited country, seat, Coppins, at Iver, 
Buckinghamshire, whefe the staff consisted of 
one cook, two maids and two gardeners, the ir- 
reducible minimum of Royal respectability. 

Half the flower gardens were plowed into 
vegetable patches during the war, for patriotic 
reasons, and may be properly continued during 
the austerity program, but the overhead of 
Coppins would consume her entire income, even 
without the “underfoot” of the three children.

Englishmen are so tax-poor that they could 
hardly take on the obligation of rearing three 
Royal children. There are American millionaires 
who still have enough, after taxes, to afford such 
a luxury but the Duchess has had few American 
acquaintances. Also it is said that she~would 
marry only for love, which is not a Royal 
prerogative. 

Though the Kents lived happily through their 
short eight years; the Duchess had a quick 
temper, which was often overheard expressing 
itself to her spouse—yet a moment later, they 
would be seen smiling lovingly at each other. 

Summed up, the Duchess’ situation looked 
impossible. As one of her friends put it: 

“Marina must swing it. She can’t possibly 
swing it. Yet somehow she will swing it.”

ZIM BARDON me, sir, this arrived just as the 

p show was going on the air.” 

, Patric Knowles, Hollywood film star, 
. took the telegram from the radio studio usher 
and opened it. 

“Wish you luck,” said the wire, which was 
signed by his two children and his wife, Enid, 
from whom he had been separated for a month 
after 13 years of marriage. 

“That was the only telegram I received at 
the broadcast,” said Knowles recently. “It hit 
me right in the stomach. I hurried to a tele- 
phone and ‘called my wife. She said, ‘Why 
don’t we have dinner together some evening?’ ” 

The Knowleses didn’t go back together right 
away, but 10 days later, on Jan. 27, 1948; when 
their’ little girl, Toni, became ill, Pat rushed to 
her bedside. 

“Im not leaving again,’”’ he said at the time. 

This is an example of the growing tendency 
among Hollywood's folk to make an adult ap- 
proach to the problem of domestic difficulties. 

Another case was that of Gene Tierney and 
her fashion-desi-rer husband, Oleg Cassini. 

Gene divorced Oleg March 10, 1947, after 
almost six -years of marriage.

But Wilde 
wouldn’t give up his 10-year marriage without 
a fight. 

He talked Pat into a reconciliation in less 
than a month. 

They were both working and Wilde recently 
dec lared: 

“We got rid of our psychological upset plus 
a lot of outside pressures. Pat had been able 
to give vent to her frustrations, and me, well I 
don’t work so hard.” 

Fiery, red-haired Lucille Ball felt like all 
the fire had gone out of her when she returned 
home Oct. 16, 1944. She had just received her 
uncontested interlocutory decree from Sergeant 
Desi Arnaz of the United States Army. They 
had been married almost four years. 

Then Lucille walked into the living room 
and found-——Desi Arnaz. 

‘We had a long talk,” said Lucille. “Every 
time I think of it, tears come to my eyes. Be- 
fore the court appearance, we had thrown just 
about everything at each other, verbally, that is. 
But now, we suddenly realized how wrong we 
were——that we still loved each other. We were 
too embarrassed to admit the reconciliation 
right away but we did a month later.” 

Some of these recently reconciled couples 
may be parted again by the time this story is 
printed, of course.

ARRY CONTENT made millions in Wall 
Street. For 55 years, in panic and pros- 
perity, he was seldom on the losing side 

of a transaction. Contemporaries marveled and 
called him “thunderless lightning.” : 

Yet all the vast wealth he accumulated didn’t 
bring him the domestic happiness he wanted 
most of all in life till he was a man of 74. 

It didn’t bring his widow much either. 

She was the former Margaret Hawksworth, 
New York society’s pet dancer of more than 
three decades ago. Content waited 22 years to 
marry her and died six years later. 

Afterwards, in 1942, she remarried her first 
husband, Charles Wynne, son of President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s Postmaster General. It was then 
that she found she could buy almost anything 
with the Content dollars, except contentment. 

Her second marriage to Wynne was short and 
stormy.and ended in a Florida divorce court in 
December, 1943. She repented almost immedi- 
ately and the couple were rewed. Her third mar- 
riage to Wynne was as unhappy as the first two 
and she got another divorce in November, 1946. 

When she died last February, she left the 
luckless fortune to her sister, a niece and a 
nephew. But the courtroom scenes continued. 
Wynne, unmentioned in his ex-wife’s will, chal- 
lenged the document. He charged the 1946 


divorce was invalid and recently asked the New .- 


York Supreme Court to adjudge him still her 
husband and heir. 

Harry Content was 52 when he met the slim 
young dancer. That was away back in 1913 and 
Margaret was only 18. He saw her dancing at 
a New York hotel and was enchanted by her 
loveliness and grace. 

From this first meeting burgeoned a deep— 
and hopeless—love. Content was married and 
his wife, Ada, wouldn’t consider divorcing him. 

There was nothing for Margaret to do but put 
the rich broker out of her mind. In 1927, she 
married Wynne, then a young army captain. 

Content was inconsolable when she told him

she was getting married. But he sent expensive 
gifts and journeyed to Paris for the wedding. 

The marriage ended a year later. Content’s 
wife, meanwhile, had been stricken by a serious 
iilness and his prgspects of marrying the pretty 
ex-dancér seemed more distant than ever. 

Margaret tried to break the spell again. In 
1930, she met and married James Bell, million- 
aire broker and polo player, and once again Con- 
tent was only a guest at the wedding of the 
woman he loved. 

Once again the marriage failed. Margaret 
got her divorce in the summer of 1935. 

' This time, the years of waiting and hoping 
were over for Harry Content. His wife had died 
in 1934 and now nothing stood in the way of his 
marriage to Margaret. It didn’t matter that he 
wasn't young any more. 

Shortly before they were married in 1935, 
robbers broke into Margaret’s suite in a Miami 
hotel and vanished with a fortune in jewelry. 

The loot was ultimately returned by Noel 
sScaffa, widely-known private detective, who inci- 
dentally was sentenced to prison for perjury in 
connection with the recovery. 

After their marriage, the Contents sailed for 
Europe in the palatial bridal suite of the Nor- 
mandie. But the happiness they waited for so 
long lasted only six years. 

Harry Content died in August, 1941,

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an illness of three days. He was 80 years old. 

For a time, his widow lived in retirement in 
New York. Then one day she met ex-husband 
Wynne. He had been married twice since and 
had just been divorced by his fourth wife (Mar- 
garet had been his second). 

He was 15 years older but no less persuasive 
than he had been in 1927. They were married in 
New York in March, 1942. . 

But this second try at recapturing an old 
enchantment was doomed from the start. 

Once, only six months later, a furious argu- 
ment in their swank New York apartment ended 
when Margaret dashed into the street in her 
nightclothes. 

According to police records, a nurse found 
her and persuaded her to return. Then she 
packed a bag and left again, spending the night 
in a near-by hotel. 

Wynne called the police, who found her at 
the hotel. She refused to go home, police said, 
and Wynne set out to wreck the apartment. 

He yanked four chandeliers from the ceiling, 
ripped out the sidewall lights and demolished a 
collection of rere figurines and vases. Margaret 
later assessed the damage at more than $5,000, 
not including a $1,000 dress that had been ripped 
into ribbons. 

The angry husband was still smashing furni- 
ture, the police said, when they reached the 
apartment. He begged them, they reported, to 
give him“just one more minute to finish the job.” 

Wynne spent the night in the lockup. Mrs. 
Wynne was in Court in the morning and the case 
was dismissed at her request. 

Apparently matters didn’t improve any and 
Margaret got her second divorce from Wynne at 
the end of 19 13. 

Then followed her fifth marriage and her 
third to the ubiquitous Mr. Wynne, her 1946 
divorce and her death. 

After that came the filing of her will and

ONG before Harvey meant a rabbit the word 

had another connotation: girls. These were 

the harvey Girls, whose youth, beauty and 
high standard of respectability made them cov- 
eted prizes in the strangest marriage market 
America has ever known. 

When 15-year-old Fred Harvey came to the 
United States from England in 1850 with only 
$10 folding money in his pocket and went to work 
as a pearl-diver in a restaurant on New York’s 
lower East Side at $2 a week, he doubtless had no 
idea of becoming the head of a large-scale matri- 
monial agency. But it was written in the book 
from the moment he became seriously interested 
in the restaurant business. 

Young Fred soon tired of scraping food off of 
other people’s plates. He eventually saved 
enough money to open a little eating place of his 
own in St. Louis, Mo, A few years later he had 


the Santa Fe Railroad as a partner in a chain of 
restaurants located along its rails from Kansas 
City to the Pacific Coast. 

Early in these restaurants’ development Fred 
Harvey hit upon the idea of using pretty girls 
to help him sell his food. 

To us nowadays, the idea of needing help to 
sell a bountiful table d’hote meal for 75 cents 
seems rather odd, to say the least. 

In Fred’s time, though train passengers great- 
ly appreciated the food he offered, local residents 
along the line kept away. 

Decent eating places were a novelty, and the 
hardier type of citizen, who worked on the ranches 
and in mining country through which the Santa 
Fe passed, fought shy of such niceties as clean 
table linen, silver, and the rule against taking 
pot-shots at the glassware. 

They stayed away until Harvey got his great 
idea. Girls. Pretty girls, hard-to-get girls and 


plenty of them in a region where any good Jook- 
ing woman was a curiosity. 

Fred’s idea not only worked, but it created a 
girl group whose fame once far outshone that of 
the Ziegield Girls. For every one of these latter 
who married a millionaire there were ten Harvey 
Girls who made well-to-do marriages. 

In every city west of Chicago there are now 
society leaders who once wore the plain black 
dress, coquettish bow-cap and white starched 
apron of the Harvey House waitress, which was 
then a mark of integrity. 

Once famous in the now half-forgotten annals 
of early New York society is the case of Harvey 
Girl Mary Warrington. 

At the time of Mary’s debut every socialite 
mother wanted her daughter to marry a foreign 
title. Mary could not endure the count who was 
picked at a price by her family,.and ran away. 

Calling herself Mary Smith and giving a 
countryfied but sympathetic maiden aunt as ref- 
erence, Mary applied for work as a Harvey Girl 
and was sent to Arizona. 


HE sudden breaking off of Miss Warrington’s 

engagement and her disappearance caused a 
nine-day wonder, but Mary was not worrying. 
She had met John Creighton-Stuart, youngest 
son of an English nobleman. 

Mary was introduced by the roast turkey she 
was serving John, married him within two months 
and went with him to Kenya Colony in British 
East Africa where her descendants are top-flight 
socialites today. 

During World War II when there was a short- 
age of waitresses to serve troop trains, a call was 
sent out for former Harvey girls to come back 
and lend a hand in the emergency. 

From coast to coast club women, civic leaders, 
society women, responded. They arrived in mink 
coats and pearls, hung their custom made gowns 
in the Harvey House lockers, put on the familiar 
uniform, only slightly modernized, and went to 
work feeding the troops. 

Many brought debutante daughters along, some 
their granddaughters. 

Other Harvey graduates came in calico, their

one-time beauty dimmed by years of work on 
ranch or in some simple home. But all came not 
only out of patriotism, but im a spirit of loyalty 
to “Mr. Fred, who really married me off!” And 
all of these old-timers recall the advertisement 
which had inspired them to join the Harvey Girls. 

It was well worded to attract girls of the period 
as it asked for “young women of good character, 
attractive and intelligent, 18 to 30 years of age.” 
Fred meant the good character part of his ad, and, 
seeing all early applicants himself, could quickly 
pick out the potential black ewes. 

A rigorously moral man himself, he chose 
only those giris who were as obviously high 
principled as they were obviously good-looking. 

The girls, after a course in how to be good 
waitresses, were sent to the wild and woolly 
train stops of Kansas, New Mexico and Arizona, 
housed in a building especially prepared for their 
comfort, presided over by a chaperon and equipped 
with a pleasant parlor where the girls were per- 
mitted to receive men callers, who were, however, 
sent home promptly at 9:30 pm. 


BARREL outside the front door provided a 

parking place for the boys’ guns, and no 
“walking out” was allowed at any time, exceovt 
to church on Sundays. : 

This left the young men one choice—marriage. 
They took it by the dozen. 

The Harvey Girls reminded them of home, 
mother, and the normal living they had left be- 
hind-and often longed for. 

For all his high standard Fred Harvey was a 
he-man who knew -how “to stage his review of 
beauties. He insisted that the girls’ plain black 
uniforms be attractive, their grooming at all times 
fresh and immaculate. 

He was also a shrewd businessman, and the 
marriage mart paid off, although such was un- 
doubtedly far from Fred’s original intention. 

Each girl had to sign a contract for one year 
at a good salary, plus her transportation, board 
and keep. But this contract also provided that if 
the girl left the Harvey organization in less than 
a year, one half year’s pay was to be forfeifed. 

As most girls married in seven months or less, 
Fred piled up a little bit of cash through penal- 
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with kerosene. Still the Harvey Houses flour- 
ished on their merits and no one attempted any 
serious molesting of the Harvey Girls. 


KANWHILE, gambling receipts, bar-chits feil 
off as the boys began spending their pay on 
candy from the big towns for Harvey’s pretty 
waitresses, new courting clothes for themselves. 
A book published in Chicago by the Elite 
Publishing Company suddenly became a best 
seller. It was called “Behavior For All Occasions: 
A Manual of Gentlemanly Behavior in Ten Easy 
Lessons.” The book cost 50 cents and was worth 
every penny in the estimation of its eager readers. 
In the middle of this terrific slump in dance 
hall patronage, a honky-tonk girl named Queenie 
Le Grand was finally brought to desperate meas- 
ures by the play the local beauties were getting. 
In her stronghold, Jim’s Palace, near Williams, 
Ariz., she determined to do something about if and, 
so the story goes, washed off her make-up, dressed 
for her new act, and proceeded to try and crash 
the Harvey Girls’ magic circle. 

Apparently Queenie was a good actress, for she 
almost made it. She told a-pitiful story about 
being stranded when her father died and finding 
herself in desperate need of a respectable job. 

Fred Harvey, a big-hearted man and although 
shrewd, not a suspicious one, was completely 
taken in. He listened to her sad story and decided 
he could not throw her to the wolves. 

“This application is highly irregular,” he told 
her, “but I cannot in conscience turn you away 
only to risk your becoming like that infamous 
woman, Queenie Le Grand—a fallen woman!”’ 
@ueenie blazed. 

“Fallen?” she screamed. “No such thing—lI 
was pushed!” 


UEENIE was not the only undesirable who 

tried to make use of the Harvey organiza- 
tion. Eastern agents of the concern were fre- 
quently assailed by young ladies who desired free 
transportation to the wide open places where 
many men were easy marks. But they seldom, 
if ever, got past the Harvey scouts. 

Harvey Girls worked hard. For years they had 
no regular hours and neither did the primitive 
locqmotives which hauled the Santa Fe trains. But 
the motto of the Harvey eateries was “the trains 
must be fed’ no matter how late they were in 
arriving. 

During the first decade of the Harvey Houses 
there were literally about 100 unattached men to 
every pretty Harvey waitress. These bachelors 
were not all millionaires but most were goad 
earners, many of them Santa Fe employes or 
ranchers. 

A very large percentage of the girls married

ties. But for the girls the loss of pay was a 
bargain price for a good marriage. 

These were the days when young men were 
following Horace Greeley’s advice about going 
west. Fred Harvey offered the first means by 
which respectable young women could go after 
them, and Fred probably did more to tame and 
civilize the great open spaces than did any other 
one man--by the simple means of turnihg civilized 
young women loose in them. 3 

Highly typical of the routine these young 
women followed was the experience of Miss Emily 
Van Vores, of Easton, Pa. 

Miss Emdy was a teacher in a country school. 
Her parents were dead and she lived in a drab 
boarding house. There was not even one beau on 
her horizon in spite of her good looks. 


NE day a traveling salesman returned to 

Emily’s boarding house and spoke of the 
Harvey Houses as branches of Heaven set down 
in a purgatory of heat, dust, loneliness, and 
greasy frying-pan cooking. 

Emily wrote to Mr. Harvey and eight months 
later was standing before a booted and spurred 
parson while the owner of a near-by copper mine 
mumbled “I do” and slipped a broad golden band 
upon her finger. For personal reasons she has 
asked that her marriage name be omitted. 

When the Nice Girls of the East decided to go 
where the men were and marry them, there was a 
great deal of resentment among the Dance Hall 
Queens who had long reigned undisputed. The 
saloon keepers and gambling house proprietors 
who were these gay ladies’ backers didn’t welcome 
Papa Harvey’s innovation, either, and took strong 
measures to defeat it. . 

One gang was organized to ride horses into the 
Harvey House at Las Vegas, N. M., and went 
in yelling insults, firing guns; met Harvey face 
to face, heard his firm rebuke, took one look 
at the girls, and promptly collapsed into the status 
of meek and apologetic steady customers. 

Gangster methods continued in other districts. 
Fires were mysteriously set, good meat spoiled

railroad men, of all classes, and settled down 
along tne line. 

Like any other group of women, the Harvey 
Girls produced a few strong-minded individuals. 
Outstanding among these was Miss Helen Slavack, 
headwaitress at Winslow, Ariz., who promoted 
that state’s first eight-hour law long before 
woman's suffrage was anything but a target for 
ridicule, 

One of her admirers, a Santa Fe conductor 
named Nelson, got elected to the State Legislature 
and Helen told him flatly that if he didn’t get 
that eight-hour bill passed, it would be just too 
bad! He got it, the girls got a straight eight- 
hour day and no pay cut. 


© FAR as can be discovered, the Harvey people 

have kept no actual record of the number of 
marriages their enterprise inadvertently spon- 
sored. But based on their bi-annual turnover in 
Harvey Girls, few of whom left for reasons other 
than matrimonial, a fair estimate for the period 
from 1876 to the fade-out of the girl shortage in 
the West around 1905 would be about 8,260 
marriages. 

In the ensuing 43 years, up to and including 
1947 and allowing for the gigantic increase in 
Harvey business, an additional 12,000 marriages 
resulting from contacts made through the Har- 
vey interests would seem about right, bringing 
the grand total to 20,260 marriages. 

Byron S. Harvey, Jr., current president of the 
Harvey concern and grandson of Fred, is, like his 
grandtather, a good picker and sees to it that the 
current crop of Harvey Girls is up to standard. 

The railroad’s marriage mart still rolls along. 
At present writing there are better than 7,000 
Harvey employes, serving. a staggering total of 
41,000,000 neals a year; and hardly a week in the 
year goes by but that one or more of the Harvey 
lovelies, who comprise a substantial part of the 
staff. makes a good, if not sensationally rich, 
marriage. 

Among these newer Harvey Girls are many 
daughters and granddaughters of the original 
groups who pioneered and helped to settle the far 
reaches of the West as surely and effectively as 
any who came in the Covered Wagons!

One Patient, Taking the 
“Six-Day Milk Treatment," 
Was Able to Return to 
Work Not Long After She 
Was Thought to Be Hopeless 


ILK and a mercuric drug are the most 

striking features of a new “six days” 

treatment for congestive heart failure, 
the commonest consequence of heart disease, 
Public Enemy No. 1. 


The effectiveness of the new treatment was 


exemplified the other day in a woman patient at 
a New York hospital. She had been beautiful. 
Now she was swollen by dropsy. 

Her heart had been failing for years. She 
had been treated by the ordinary methods. She 
arrived at the hospital in the last stages. 

Large doses of digitalis, a heart stimulant, 
were fed, but they made her nauseated. A mer- 
curial diuretic, a drug which reduces body water, 
used infrequently, aided in diminishing dropsy. 
But the patient became worse. 

Then Dr. Harry Gold, professor of pharma- 
cology at Cornell Medical College, began treat- 
ing her. He resumed the injections of the mer- 
curial diuretic, which he gave daily. The only 
diet she recaéived was milk. 

For five days her case seemed hopeless, but 
she was losing weight. When, at the end of that 
time, she had lost 20 pounds, the tide seemed to 
turn. In 17 days she lost 65 pounds of excess 
water and salt. She got out of bed, began to 
walk around and after a few more days was able 
to leave the hospital. Dr. Gold’s treatment was 
continued, and in a short time she was able to 
return to work. 

The principle of Dr. Gold’s method is en- 
dorsed by Dr. Arthur M. Fishberg, New York 
physician whose book, “Heart Failure,” is a 
classic on the subject by Dr. Irvine Page of the 
Cleveland Clinic and other leading heart special- 
ists. It has four main features: the special

milk diet, the use of two generally accepted 
drugs, the mercury drug and digitalis, two quarts 


water daily, and daily weighing as a guide to 
the improvement from the treatment and to the 
prevention of recurrence of congestive heart 
failure. 

Dr. Gold’s method is Known as a “Six-Day 
Milk Treatment.’ That is, the patient is fed only 
milk, on the average, for six consecutive days. 
Each 24 hours he receives from four to six 
glasses of milk—a quart, or 800 cubic centi- 
meters, either raw, boiled or pasteurized. 

No vitamins or any other supplementary food 
ingredients are given; because in six or seven 
days a milk diet causes no vitamin or mineral 
deficiency. Enough protein is provided, for the 
milk contains a little salt, and no additional salt 
is given. 

A glassful of water is given every three 
hours. Thus the patient imbibes some three 
quarts of fluid, almost all water, in the form of 
milk and water, which is the amount of water 
normally taken in solid food. 

If the patient happens to be intolerant to 
milk, he is fed a substitute diet of three bowls of 
boiled rice with sugar. 

During the six days, the patient also receives 
daily some form of digitalis, which strengthens 
the heart muscle and its pumping action, and the 
organic mercury preparation——usually by fre- 
quent imtramuscular injection. The mercury 
drug affects the kidneys in such a way that 
the elimination of fluid, water and salt is enor- 
mously increased. By these measures the patient 
loses excess harmful water. 

The action of the heart, as well as that of the 
other vital organs, especially the lungs, kidneys, 
liver, brain, improves, as the flood of salt and 
water leaves the spaces of their tissues. 

A milk “cure’”’ for dropsy was originated by 
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the German physician, Philip Karell, in 1866. 

The method of “foreed fluids,” that is of 
draining water and salt out of the body by giv- 
ing the patient plenty of water but no Salt was 
pioneered by Dr. Ferdinand R. Schemm of Great 
Fall, Mont. Dr. Gold’s treatment combines milk 
diet with imbibing of fluid, without salt. 

The use of “organic’’ mercury drugs has been 
justified by recent investigations. 

Prof. Homer W. Smith, of New York, and Dr. 
George E. Burch, of New Orleans, are among 
scientists who have shown that the mineral 
sodium is responsible for dropsy in patients with 
heart and kidney diseases. 

Sodium is one of the two constituents of com- 
mon table salt, the other one being chiorine. 

At the meeting of the American College of 
Physicians in San Francisco, Dr. Gold reported 
the result of his treatment given to 140 patients 
of congestive heart failure in New York hos- 
pitals. 

The new method increased recoveryffrom 47 
to 90 per cent, lowered the death raté from 24 
to 10 per cent, and shortened the stay in the 
hospital from 18 to six days. Also, it aids in 
prevention of recurrence of heart failure. A 
patient is taught how to treat himself at home. 

Heart failure involves a weakening of the 
heart muscle’s power to contract. It occurs in 
children and adolescents usually as a result of 
rheumatic fever; as a result of hardening of the 
arteries, the coronary diseases (angina and coro- 
nary thrombosis), high blood pressure and some 
infections. 

Alcoholics suffering from vitamin deficiencies, 
patients of toxic goitre and such lung diseases as 
asthma, are in danger of heart weakness. 

Dr. Gold’s treatment can be given together 
with whatever treatment the particular heart 
disease requires. The method requires a brief, 
as compared with the usual much longer, hos- 
pitalization of the patient.

What my mother and my friends told me 
was almost prophetic, but I can still remember 
my laughter at their warnings. Today, that 
laughter echoes hollowly in my ears. 

They told me that the romantic Arabian 
Sheik I planned to marry would not be a hus- 
band and companion to me in the American 
sense of the word. They told me I would be 
a servant. They begged me not to marry him. 

That’s when I laughed. I know now that 
I was very naive, but what else could I have 
been? I had traveled extensively over most of 
the civilized world. I knew many languages, 
and was acquainted with the customs of. many 
lands. With my knowledge came a sophisticated, 
yet warm, tolerance for all peoples. I believed, 
then, that all people, the world over, were the 
same. How could Khalil Al-Rawaf of Saudi 
Arabia, the man I loved so ardently, be any 
different from Sam Jones of Jonesburg? 

Well, I learned. Our courtship lasted six 
months and was heavenly. After six hours 
of marriage I knew that I had made the great- 
est mistake of my life. 

That was three years ago. Now, several 
thousand dollars poorer financially, and much 
poorer in health, I am finally free. My separa- 
tion from my husband was recently made legal 
by the New York Supreme Court. 

I think, now, that I can afford to say with 
some authority: ‘American women, find your 
husbands at home!” 

Khalil Ben Ibrahime El-Raoif (Al-Rawaf) 
was introduced to me early in 1945 when I was 
30 years old, as a cultured Sheik who could

teach me Arabic. He was charming and gra- 
cious and I fell in love with him. 

August 10, 1945, was our wedding day. First 
we had a civil ceremony, then, after sundown— 
for it was during the period of Ramadan, when 
good Moslems must fast from dawn until sun- 
set--we had an Islamic ceremony. 

But before long I regretted not only both 
ceremonies, but that I had ever laid eyes on 
Khalil Al-Rawaf. 

I realized that I was not a companion, as is 
an American wife, but a slave. I was to serve 
my master without question. 

After the first doubts, however, came new 
hopes. Surely, I thought,’ I had been mistaken 
in doubting and fearing him—after all, he was 
the man I loved. 

I had been married once before, to a Rus- 
sian-born American painter, John D. Graham. 
That marriage had ended for no reason except 
that we just didn’t have the same ideas. I de- 
cided that if ever I married again it would be 
a success. 

I should have taken some of my father’s 
knowledge to heart. He, Francis L. Wellman, 
was a nationally-famous lawyer, author of such 
books as ‘‘Gentlemen of the Jury,” and “‘The Art 
of Cross-Examination.”’ Perhaps I should have 
done some cross-examining myself, before mar- 
rying Khalil Al-Rawaf. 

A few months after I was married I found 
some clippings in a desk. They told of the ex- 
periences of an American woman, Frances Alli- 
son, daughter of a New Jersey millionaire, while 
married to an Arabian Sheik—my husband! 

According to those newspaper accounts, she 
charged that she had been persecuted by his 
jealousy before she got a divorce. I was shocked. 
Those stories indicated that the same misery had 
been experienced by another American woman 
at the hands of the same man—and I hadn’t 
known he had been previously married. 

I don’t know if those clippings would have 
prevented me from marrying even if I had seen 
them before the marriage. But they might. 

My husband told me what I must do and 
when I must do it. In Saudi Arabia, women are 
household servants. They are like dogs, to lie, 
between kicks, at the foot of the master, to think 
only of serving him. 

I couldn’t leave the house without his per- 
mission——-during one three-month period I didn’t 
once go out of our apartment on Fifth Ave. 
in New York City. He accused me of, indiscre- 
tions with men I hadn’t even noticed. When 
we went out together we would frequently take 
the subway, and he said men stared at me. I 
suppose they did—wouldn’t you look at a couple 
composed of an Arabian and an_ obviously 
American woman? 

When I took a book along and pretended 
to read it to hide my face, his shrewd, cunning 
mind instantly supposed that it was to trick him. 

Once I didn’t prepare his breakfast fast 
enough—-he smashed a bottle of milk in his 
rage. He threw things at me. The most hor- 
rible experience occurred when he crept up 
behind me and brought a heavy glass object 
down on my head. I fled, and luckily found 
refuge in the apartment below. These statements 
are excerpts from my testimony. 

We had set up an export business-—utilizing 
my business-organizing ability and every wak- 
ing hour that was not devoted to preparing his 
food and cleaning the house. After our son 
arrived, I was ordered by my doctor to get 
plenty of rest. 

Finally I was able to separate myself from 
my husband. I told my story (as herein related) 
to the court and recently received legal separa- 
tion with alimony and full custody of my blond, 
blue-eyed little boy, despite his father’s request 
that he be allowed to take him to Saudi Arabia 
to raise him as a Moslem. 

Those years of fear and misery are over. I - 
was foolish enough to get myself into that mar- 
riage. In recompense, all I can do is to plead 
with American girls to listen and believe that, 
in comparison with our free and independent 
standards, other countries are other worlds. 

Forget the romantic, swashbuckling sheiks 
and noblemen... Marriage should be for life. 
Share it with someone who understands the 
American tradition of open-hearted partnership.

EW men have ever found themselves in the 

t predicament faced recently by romantic Dr. 
Frank Moskal of Chicago. 

Four women were in love with him at the 
same time. 

“Only one of them knew about the other three 
—and he married her. 

Whereupon, the harassed doctor became the 
target of a chain reaction of indignant litiyation. 

In three breach of promise suits, filed in 
rapid succession and seeking a total of $200,000 
damages, he was accused of wooing the three 
complainants simultaneously, seeing each of them 
three or four times a week-—-that is, since his 
return from foreign service in the Army Medical 
Corps. 

While in the army, he is alleged to have car- 
ried on his triple courtship by voluminous letter 
writing. 

The first complainant, Miss Marian Kobus, 40- 
year-old department store worker, was awarded 
$17,000 of the $50,000 damages she sought, after 
a jury of six men and six women had heard her 
story and studied the 48 letters she had received 
from the doctor. 

Seven of the missives proposed or suggested 
marriage, according to her contention. 

The trim brunette said the courtship had be- 
gun in 1939, persevered through- 
out Dr. MoskKal’s wartime ab- 
sence, and was to have culmi- 
nated in a wedding July 8, 1946. 

“We bought linens and blan- 
kets, dishes and draperies,’’ Miss 
Kobus testified. “And he gave 
me a 31% carat diamond ring, 
but he took that back to have it 
insured. After June 18; 1946, I 
never saw him or the ring 
again.” 

Dr. Moskal denied any engage- 
ment, said he merely showed her 
the ring and said ‘“‘some lucky 
girl might get it some time.” 

After Miss Kobus’s day in 
court, appeared Miss Catharine 
Buksa, 34 and blond, who oper- 
ates a beauty shop. Her ro- 
mance started in February, 1941, 
she charged, and ended abruptly 
on Sept. 30, 1946. 

As Miss Buksa recalled it,,

Dr. Moskal proposed to her on 30 different occa- 
sions and she accepted him every time. Not only 
that, when he was in the army, she said, she 
sent him a movie camera, several wristwatches, 
nylon socks and food packages worth $3,000. 

In return, she complained, she received no 
candy, books or flowers——-nothing but a broken 
heart. But she did have letters from him, 531 
in number. 

Miss Buksa asked damages of $100,000, but 
her case never went to a jury. Dr. Moskal 
settled this second suit out of court for $4,000. 

Miss Buksa had filed her suit after reading 
about the action brought by Miss Kobus. 

Miss Elizabeth Ostapczuk, 32, the last to file 
suit, asked for $50,000 damages. 

In her case, she charged that the courtship 
started in 1943 (while Dr. Moskal was allegedly 
engaged to Miss Kobus and Miss Buksa) and 
ended in 1946.

service she sent him weekly gifts, her complaint 
recited, but the value was not stated. 

When he came home, they saw each other 
two or three times a week and started making 
wedding plans, Miss Ostapczuk declared. They 
even contemplated a trip to Detroit to pick out 
furnishings for the future home, she said. 

In response to Miss Ostapczuk’s contention, 
Dr. MosKal said: : 

“Why, I never even sent her a postcard.” As 
this is written, he was preparing to fight her 
suit, which hadn’t come to trial. 

A comparison of the three suits brought out 
an interesting point. Each of the complainants 
said the doctor had stopped visiting them 
abruptly in the late summer of 1946. 

The reason: In November, 1946, according to 
an announcement in the American Medical Jour- 
nal discovered by Miss Kobus’ attorney, Dr. 
MosKal had married Dr. Margaret I. Stemple of 
Morgantown, W. Va. Miss Kobus had filed her 
suit two months earlier; the others had followed 
suit, so to speak, soon afterwards. 

The doctor’s wife confirmed the marriage in 
Chicago. 

“I have known Dr. Moskal for eight years,” 
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said the former Dr. Stemple, 32. ‘‘We met in the 
course of our professional work. I Knew about 
these suits before we were married.” 

That leaves one more question to be an- 
swered: How did the 48-year-old physician man- 
age to see each of three women several times a 
week, and keep each in ignorance of the existence 
of the others? 

A veteran court clerk, shuffling the mass of 
papers accumulated since the first suit was filed 
against Dr. Moskal, said he did not know any- 
thing about the merits of the cases. 

“But I sure envy his memory,” he sighed. 
“It’s all I can do to remember my wife's birth- 
day, our anniversary and her sister’s first name. 
And this Dr. Moskal, he managed to keep names 
and dates straight with three different women 
at the same time, according to the complaints. 
How did he do it? And how did he manage it 
so he could spend an hour or so with one, and 
then duck out to meet one of the others?” 

Maybe Catherine Buksa, No. 2 on the list, 
has the answer: 

“I could see his treatment of me was not 
right,” she said. “But he always had a good 
excuse. It was always an emergency, a very 
sick patient, or something like that to keep him 
busy.

In the eyes of the law it ism’t any crime to 
squirt pain-killing drugs into a man. But every 
race horse trainer knows that jabbing any kind of 
chemical into an animal, even if the motive is 
humanitarian, may bring a life suspension from 
his trade—-perhaps on the theory that man has 
both voice and intelligence to refuse the drug 
while a horse has neither. 


a tbaaaget and more plausible theory is that the 
horse, being a gambling pawn, must not be 
tampered with, lest the public lose some dollars. 

One of the many secret instances of Novocatn's 
use in the ring occurred on the night that Max 
Baer fought his “dying swan” battle with Joe 
Louis and quieted a sensitive knuckle with a squirt 
of procaine hydrochloride (Novocain).

It is a blend of strychnin, spirits of ammonia 
and nitroglycerine, with 
digitalis, mixed with. water, or coffee or tea. It 
is used chiefly by six-day bicycle riders, and to 
lesser extent by rodeo performers, with or with- 
out the “patient’s’” knowledge. 

A few years ago when six-day riding was at 
the eesabia of popularity, the writer was shown 
the rider’s drug cache in one of the underground 
rooms where the athletes go for repairs or rest.

From his eache he would draw the drugs, teav- 
ing out ammonia because of the betraying taste, 
and dropping his “soup” into a mug of coffee or 
tea. “That'll fix you,” he’d croon. It would, too. 

Within a few moments the nerve-riddled rider 
would feel the glow of ambition flood through his 
limbs and he would be back in the saddle, ped- 
aling furiously. Hard on the heart? No doubt! 
Habit forming? Perhaps! But for pro bicycle 
riders the game had to go on. 

Many were burned out in early manhood. 
Others became twittering hulks. Some wound up 
confirmed drug addicts. So do some fighters. 

In the marathon, or walkathon--a phenomenon 
common before wartime and now being revived in 
hinterland tourist centers, contestants rely upon a 
somewhat milder form of “dynamite.” It is the 
practice of dropping a handful of a popular variety 
of headache tablets into a glass of charged water. 

This produces an artificial buoyancy, they say, 
and helps worn out boys and girls survive the 

“sprint” periods, a brutal form of entertainment. 
Such a practice, however, is bound to have some 
permanent damage to the human system. 

Every seasoned fight fan will recall seeing a 
fighter’s bucket-nurse administer something from 
a little bottle, just a couple of quick Swigs, as a 
punch-weary battler lolls in his corner before the 
final round or two. 

The contents of the bottle is cloudy and maybe 
the fighter gags a little as he gulps. The draft is 
water, plus spirits of ammonia, plus digitalis. 
How expertly it’s mixed, I’ve often wondered. 

The combination warms the fighter’s innards 
with a Sudden energy from a heart stimulated to 
quicker beats. Many an older fighter who is 
squeezing the last ounce of usefulness from 
antiquated bones takes occasional nips of this 
stuff early in the fight to heat himself for the 
fray with a younger and quicker opponent. 

Billy Duffy, one of the quaint and knowing 
characters who are deemed useful in any boxer’s 
corner, told me he used the mixture on Jack 
Dempsey early in the latter's match with Jack 
Sharkey. Dempsey had taken a full right hand 
bust on the chin in the third round and came to 
his corner sleepwalking. 

Something artificial and instant was indicated 


and Duffy had it ready. A few gulps and under

Though “eagle soup” is still a staple fight 
bracer, drug-wise fighters and even several na- 
iionally Known golfers have kept pace with 
modern pharmacopeia and swallow’ pre-match 
coses of ephedrin or Benzedrine, nerve stimulants, 
which can be taken in tablet or capsule form. 

Both give an athlete a quicker “jump” and 
Sustain. reaction for about an hour. They are 
supposed to have less after-effect in nervous let- 
down and are eliminated from the system within 
two or three hours. 

Nazi Luftwaffe pilots took 20 milligrams of 
Benzedrine before flying bomber and fighter mis- 
sions over Allied lines. Also the use of Benze- 
drine is resorted to by foreign boxers, to aid 
speed-up, timing and reflex. 

In two Madison Square Garden main bouts 
between foreign battiers and Americans, the 
visitors were known as users of nerve drugs. 

Trainers frequently give the chemical to horse 
jockeys who are threatened with layers of surplus 
lard from. overindulgence. 

It kills appetite and burns off fatty tissue. It 
may also be extremely detrimental to their health. 

here is more than strong suspicion that some 
foreign athletés and teams in every Olympic 
game “needle” their men or prime them with 
illegal stimulants just before their specialties.: 


AS TER the Los Angeles games in 1932 the jani- 

tors who cleaned up the athietes’ village found 
mys.erious httle bottles in the quarters where the 
Japanese swimmers had lived, while sweeping the 
aquatic events in sensatiorial style. 

At the bottom of each bottle was a crystallized 
sediment which, when analyzed, proved to be the 
resicue of “eagle soup” or fair facsimile of same. 

41ae Japs lacver denied that such bottles existed 
but naively confessed they had administered 
oxygen from pressure cylinders through nose 
masks to each swimmer just before his race. 
Whether “eagle soup” or oxygen, or both, those 
who saw the events remember the frenzied finning 
of the Jap swimmers.‘ It was something stronger 
than patriotism. 

It is no secret that El Ouafi, the fuzzy-haired 
Algerian who ran away from the Olympic mara- 
thoners at the Paris games, was hopped up at 
intervals along the route, miraculously surviving 
nausea, so that one press commentator wrote: 
“At he finish the judges almost had to lasso 
El Ouafi to stop him from running another mara- 
thon.” He was never heard from as an athlete 
thereafter. 

Use of whiskey, brandy or alcohol is frowned 
upon as a sport stimulant, although there were 
occasions when it was tried. Alcohol goes to the 
brain, a most essential impiement in sport. Arthur 
Roth, the nationally famed marathoner, was lead- 
ing the field over the Boston A.A. course near the 
finish, when a well-meaning friend slipped him a 
Snort of brandy from a hip flask in the hope of 
adding wings to his feet over the last mile. 

The effect was disastrous. Roth, becoming 
nauseated, paused while Peter Tivoulides shuffled 
up from the rear and passed him in the last 100 
yards. 

Caffeine is often used to restore flagging 
energies among high pressure college football 
teams. It was atso used in .hypodermic form by 
the late Lillian Leitzel, featured aerialist of Ring- 
ling Bros. circus, to quiet pain from rope abrasions 
and bruises caused by her giant swings at the 
top of the big tent. Leitzel fell to her death on a 
European stage. Sugar and caffeine are also 
used by professional hockey teams. 

In the 1946 World Series won by the St. Louis 
Cardinals, several members of that team accepted 
doses of pain-deadening drugs as aids to win their 
games——Pollet, Marty Marion and Térry Moore 
who had assorted shoulder, back and Jeg agonies. 


EVERAL Red Sox, most notably Bobby Doerr 

for his intense migrdine, took jabs to quiet their 
sufferings, munching a well-known type of head- 
ache tablets between innings. 

In the racing fraternity, various methods are 
used to speed up entries. One is the “firing” of 
a horse, as is the expression for plunging a white 
hot instrument into its hocks alongside the ankle 
tendons. ‘This shrinks the animal’s thews to give 
th. beast quicker reflex, or “pickup,” in its stride. 

A sleek steed, which would be a splendid show 
specimen except for broken wind, whistles like a 
leaky piccolo until he is needied with a drug 
which lets him breathe like a sleeping infant— 
for at least 30 vital minutes. But it will be blow- 
ing like a downtown traffic cop soon after the 
judging is done. 

A saddle pony 
which causes it to jerk 
showing line suddenly 
ring manner. 

None but the trainer knows that he slipped a 
heroin capsule into the pony just before judging 
time and is spending the interval in a state of 
acute anxiety, lest the dose wear off before the 
class is over—-which sometimes happens, thus 
explaining the beast’s inconsistent show record. 

So dope in sport is a relative term ranging 
from medicinal to mischievous, from merciful to 
mercenary. Sometimes only a thin, wavering line 
separates an honest purpose from a crooked one.

would employ the same procedutfe. * 

Bishop Loring’s experiment was the unique 
application of a college psychological test, 
which he adapted to his purpose and gave to 
240 couples before performing the wedding cere- 
mony. His’ records show that 234 of those 
couples made a success of their marriages. 

The test, called the “Study of Values,’’ con- 
sists of 45 questions—almost all unrelated to 
love or marriage—which disclose an individual’s 
rating in the six main areas of human interest: 
theoretical; social, political, religious, economic 
and esthetic. 

Romance is not emphasized and in giving 
the reason Bishop Loring said: 

“You want to know how your spouse will be 
at 365 breakfasts a year—with no romance to 
soften the impact of his or her personality.” 

Couples who asked Bishop Loring to marry 
them were given the test to find out their 
standing in the six categories and to ferret out 
differences of personality that might lead to 
marital pitfalls. 

Some, after the bishop pointed out grave 
divergences in outlook, did not go through 
with the wedding. 

There was the nurse, Betty, engaged to an 
interne, Bob, who told Bishop Loring that

though they were madly in love they had fre- 

quent quarrels. Betty was worried because 

she really knew little about her fiance. 
“We're almost strangers, and yet we're in 


love,”’ she said. 

Betty took the psychol quiz, the same 
given by some colleges to freshmen. She was 
surprised at the seeming irrelevancy of the 
first question, requiring a “yes” or “no” an- 
swer to a statement on scientific research. What 
did that have to do with marriage? . 

Other questions dealt ‘with poetry, news- 
papers, churches, politics, social service and 
such topics as abolishing war. Her answers 
revealed that Betty had a score of 20 out of 
a possible 60 in the theoretical area of her life. 

She persuaded Bob to take the quiz. . His 
theoretical grade was 45—unusually high. The 
bishop called them in and said: 

“I’m sorry, but you two have few interests 
in common. There’s bound to be serious tension 
with a wide gap in theoretical scores. The low 
scorer feels deeply, reacts warmly. The high 
scorer is objective, reasoning, coldly scientific. 
As a result, the low scorer will consider the 
other selfish and unfeeling, the high scorer 
will look upon his mate as overemotional, over- 
sensitive.” 

In the political area Betty’s score was 21, 
Bob’s 34. That meant, the bishop said, that 
Bob would be domineering. In the religious 
area there was also a wide divergence, Betty 
scoring 48, Bob a below-average 24. 

They did not marry each other. 

Bob became a noted brain surgeon. 
married another interne who showed, 
test, a greater degree of compatability.

than women, the bishop said, while women 
dominate in the fields of religious interests. 
Nevertheless, there are exceptions. 

He told of a married couple, on the verge 
of a break-up, who took the test. The hus- 
band’s theoretical score was 20, the wife’s 38. 

“It meant the wife was coldly logical, pos- 
sessing the outlook of a man,’’ he said. ‘The 
husband had not advanced beyond boyhood in 
theoretical pursuits. He liked to be’ babied.’’ 

In this case it was up to the wife to make 
allowances for her sensitive husband, 

The theoretical score, according to. Bishop 
Loring, is the best gauge of whether a couple 
will be happily married. Second in importance 
is the political field. 

‘Sometimes it is better if there is a wide 
difference here,” said the bishop. “The political 
type seeks to dominate. If both husband and 
wife are out to dominate, you will have con- 
tinual bickering. 

“One married couple who were about to call 
it quits took the test. Both had high political 
scores. I told them of another couple, happily 
married, with the same high political scores. 
Why, then, they asked, couldn’t they them- 
selves be happy? 

“Then I pointed out the difference. The 
other couple. had scored high in the religious 
field. They had scored very low. The high 
religious scorers, though both tending to boss, 
had enough solid faith and self-restraint to 
override that tendency. The unhappy couple 
quickly got the point.” 

A wide difference in social scores, indicat- 
ing that one likes company and the other 
wishes to be left alone, is also a danger. 

In some instances, the bishop said, the test 
will permit an extremely accurate character 
evaluation. 

“Show me a man with high scores in the 
theoretical, economic and political areas, and 
low scores in the social, esthetic and religious 
areas, and I’ll show you a potential Capone,” 
he declared. 

“The social drive, with its emphasis on fel- 
lowship and regard for humankind; the reli- 
gious drive, with its search for communion with 
God: the esthetic arge, with its desire for 
beauty—these often alleviate the yearning for 
wealth, power and cold logic represented in the 
economic, theoretical and political categories. 

That there were only six failures among the 
240 marriages Bishop Loring sanctioned. and 
solemnized, after giving the psychological test, 
is not only proof of the value of its unique ap- 
plication, but also a living testimonial to the 
bishop’s part’ in combating the growing menace 
of the broken home.

HERE was the time, 30 years ago, when Benny 

Alberts, energetic song-plugger for Leo Feist, 

Ine., entered a New York Bowery cafe to 
advertise a little number called “The Gold Fields 
of Nevada.” 

With exaggerated gestures and raucous voice 
he was giving a fair demonstration when the 
plug-uglies who composed his audience drew their 
guns and shouted: ‘“‘We don’t like it. Dance, 
damn you, dance!” 

Amid a fusillade of persuasive shots Alberts 
hurriedly switched to the more rhythmic “Hono- 
lulu Fyes” and buck-and-winged his way to safety. 

fiberts and his song-plugging brethren today 
do not suffer such physical ignominy, their efforts 
to peddle America’s songs having reached a higher 
plane, but in the world’s most music-Conscious 
nation they still are part of a vast army striving 
for a share of a billion-dollar industry. 

When you buy a copy of sheet music, a phono- 
graph record, a musical instrument, a radio, 
attend a concert, drop a nickel in a juke box, take 
voice instruction, send junior to his piano maestro, 
or envage in other kindred transactions, you are 
contributing your bit of fodder to the country’s 
ninth largest overall enterprise. 

Thirty years ago the music industry was a 
mewiing infant. Today it has mushroomed intoa 
mechanical monster, reaching, via a variety of 
scientific contrivances, into the pocket of almost 
every citizen from adolescence to old age. 

Look at a few figures: Gross record sales for 
1947 were estimated at $200,000,000; estimated 
juke box intake was $500,000,000; sheet music 
sales, $50,000.000; instrument sales, $100,.000,000; 
radio and phonograph sales, $638.562,000. 

Add to these staggering sums the many more 
untabulated millions paid out by a music-eager 
public for concerts, musical instruction, dance 
band entertainment, stage and movie musicals, 
and a host of related projects, and you get an 
idea of the bonanza at stake. 


OW tack on the unrevealed millions gathered 

in by eonscienceless “song sharks” who, for a 
nominal fee, set your “song poem” to music that 
never sees the light of day, and the total grows. 

The new musical gargantua has one imperish- 
able link with its immature past: it still retains 
the fierce competitive quality that-has always 
characterized its frenzied operations. 

In fact, no industry in America has been 
touched less by the trend of collective security. 
The public pays its money and it takes its choice, 
and the song publisher or record company that 
guesses popular fancy aright hits the jackpot. 
Those who guess wrong draw a goose egg. 

In the pre-scientific music age there was only 
one important revenue source: sheet music. 

But songs had a lasting quality then and sheet 
music sales far outstripped those of today. ‘Meet 
Me Tonight in Dreamland,” written in 1909, and 
“Let Me Call You Sweetheart,” written in 1910, 
sold nearly 5,000,000 copies each. 

The scientific age began to shape up just after 
World War I. Recorded music expanded rapidly 
and was just becoming a profitable venture when 
a new .and startling form of music vending 
entered the field. 

Overnight, radio turned the tunesmith’s world 
topsy-turvy. 

At first it was thought the phonograph was 
doomed. Who would invest in records when a 
twist of the radio dial brought free music at any 
waking hour? Actually, the opposite was true. 

Racio became the great sounding board of both 
the song publishers and the record companies. 
For the first time millions of people couid be 
reached in a body. 

As radio sales zoomed, phonograph and record 
companies came back stronger than ever. 

The phonograph was electrified. Its amplify- 
ing quality was improved. Music on the air 
created a demand for music on the disc. 


ONVERSELY, sheet music sales took a drop. 

The public preferred the finished product. 
Though the song publisher received new revenue 
from records, it hardly offset his loss in sheet 
music. 

His royalty per record is only 1% cents, which 
he must split with the composer and lyricist. He 
sells his sheet music at 22 ents, giving 3 cents 
to composer and lyricist. 

With radio rolling, everybody grabbed for a 
seat on the bandwagon. Singers, orchestra leaders, 
musicians rushed to establish themselves in the 
new medium of entertainment. 

The song publishers, who had formerly plugged 
their tunes in vaudeville, night spots, five-and- 
dime stores—wherever a crowd of 10: or more 
could be collected—suddenly became imbued with 
a single aim: get that song out on the air waves! 
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Now the song-plucger, indispensable asset ¢ 
any song publisher, devotes his efforts entirely to 
the radio. There are only 12 hours of vital air 
time daily. There are 760 song publishers—-30 
important ones—in the music business. There are 
hundreds of songs to be plugged and more than 
900 pluggers in New York alone to plug them. 
The fight for that air time is never-ending. 

The plugger is yenerally a nervous, fast- 
talking, single-minded individual who will resort 
to almost any tactic to get his current tune played. 

Whether he, personally, likes it or not makes 
no difference. The plugger’s rise or fall depends 
on how many times, in black and white, it goes 
out to the radio public. The Peatman survey, a 
compendium of song activity, gives his boss an 
accurate gauge of his success or failure. 

Pluggers range from the $75-a-week novice who 
stands in awe of the famous entertainer he “ro- 
mances” to suave, high-salaried veterans like 
George Dalin and Lester Sims of the Leo Feist 
company, Who are on intimate terms wth the top- 
notch singers, orchestra leaders and disc jockeys, 

In their earerness to boost their product, 
pluggers have elevated the radio entertainer, main

HEN an orchestra leader opens in a new spot 

the “music men,” as the trade knows them 
—pluggers, professional managers (the publish- 
er’s general factotum) even the publishers them- 
selves--cram the premises to assure a full house. 
This is their opening wedge in the bid for 
favoritism, for the leader’s cover charge record 
on opening night is an important item in his

night the pressure begins. The leader is besieged 
for the loan of his air time. 

The same goes for radio singers. After a 
warbler completes his stint on the air, he must 
wade through a pack of pluggers outside his dress- 
ing room door and be subjected to an awesome 
degree of hero worship. 

On a typical Tin Pan Alley night George Dalin 
contacted Guy Lombardo, Perry Como, Frankie 
‘Carle, Buddy Clark, Vic Damone and two disc 
jockeys. 

Everything was pleasantly conversational, but 
Dalin was careful not to leave his quarry until 
he had at least the semblance of a promise that 
“Retter Luck Next Time,” his current tune (no 
more than one song is plugged at a time) would 
be given a break. 

When the plugger has “nursed” his song along 
until it gives indication of success, his publisher 
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Melody in 
America Has 
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institutes a “drive’”—that is, a frenzied effort not 
only in New York, but in Chicago, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and cther key points of the nation, 
to cram as many plugs into a short period of time 
as possible; the idea is to din a tune into the 
public ear until it becomes a habit. 

Performers are usually cooperative. ‘They are 
anxious to play or sing a number that has pres- 
sure behind it. 

Fred Waring listens to the plea of each in- 
dividual plugger on a set day of the week and 
makes a serious effort to please all—a big under- 
taking in view of the fact-it costs him from $400 
to $1,500 for each choral arrangement. 

Lombardo, Como, Bing Crosby and other top 
performers work with the plugger, too, though 
often the performer has his own music publishing 
company and must perforce be customer and com- 
petitor at the same time. 

It is against the rules for a plugger to offer 
gratuities, called “payola” in the trade. 

Though the pluggers’ union, Music Publishers 
Contact Employes, has cut down this practice con. 
siderably, it still exists to some extent, 

Sometimes an orchestra leader takes his 


“navola” in the form of a one-third royalty cut 
on the song he agrees to record. 

Record companies work hand in hand with the 
publisher. They record the publisher’s song long 
before the public gets the full dosage. 

By this dual enterprise both hope, with the 
help of willing performers, to cash in on a new 
“pup” (music lingo for an unestablished song). 


g MIGHT be thought that these high-pressure 
sales tactics are calculated to “sell” the public 
a song whether it likes it or not. They are. But 
they are often eminently unsuccessful. 

The public, which has lost none of its fickleness 
over the years, is still the judge of what it will 
take and what it won’t. 

Though it has never before been subjected to 
such heavy propaganda, it quite often refuses. to 
accept the bait. A song on which thousands of 
dollars have been spent can be a consummate flop. 
If a publisher has two smash hits out of. ten tries 
he considers himself lucky. 

‘Two hits can mean the difference between his 
being $100,000 in the red and $100,000 in the black. 

By contrast, a song recorded without fanfare 
and expense by a small record company can—via 
the juke box and disc jockey route—achieve phe- 
nomenal popularity overnight. 

Francis Craig’s “Near You,” which had no pub- 
lisher and was stuck in as a record filler, is a 
prime example. He made $75,000 out of it. 

Musical oddities such as ‘“Mairzy Doats,” 
“Cement Mixer” and “Chickory Chick,” for all 
their zany quality, can find a spot in the public 
hear , too. : 

There is no sure formu'a for gauging the 
musical taste of the public. 

It is a standing gag along Tin Pan Alley that 
anv man who could foretell the failure or success 
of a song in advance would be worth $1,000,000 a 
year. But he’s never been found. 

The avidity with which publishers seek new 
material is best illustrated by the story of one 
who listened glumly to a songwriter’s demonstra- 
tion. He turned to leave the room. 

The writer stumbled against the piano, his 
elbow striking the keys. The published wheeled 
and shouted: “T’ll take that! Play it again!” 

At present the nation is in the throes of a vast 
nusical revival program. ‘The old favorites of 25 
or even 50 years ago are enjoying popularity. 
Why? The consensus is that current songs are 
simply not as good as the old-timers. : 

In 1918 there were 11 songs which sold over 
1,000,000 copies. They included “Beautiful Ohio,” 
“K-K-K-Katy,” “Smiles” and “I’m Always Chasing 
Rainbows.” During the ’30s, million-copy tunes 
were rare. For example in 1932 there was one? 
“How Deep Is the Ocean?”; in 1933, one: “Star- 
dust’’; in 1934, one: “The Old Spinning Wheel.” 

In 1947 there were four such tunes. What 
were they? “Anniversary Song,’ an old waltz 
with new words; “I Wonder Who’s Kissing Her 
Now,” a_ 4,000,000-seller in 1909; “Peg O’ My 
Heart,” a 1,000,000-seller in 1913; and “When You 
Were Sweet Sixteen,” a 1,000,000-seller in 1898... 


Jy Ary LINK, veteran songwriter and head of 
Feist, attributes the dearth of present-day hits 
to an apathy on the part of the great writers and 
the “sudden death” policy of song exploitation. 

“In the old days a song rode on its merits,” he 
said. “It had to be good to get over. It built up 
slowly and when it hit the top it was there to 
stay. Today a song is played into the grovnd. If 
it hasn’t lasting quality—and few have—it can’t 
stand prosperity. 

“The: good writers aren’t writing songs any 
more. Gershwin, Kern, Youmans are dead. Many 
of those left are disgusted with the ‘angie’ in the 
game. Everything’s an angle.” 

Revivals are manna to the established song 
publisher who owns the copyrights to hundreds 
of old tunes. When one of them catches on again 
he sits back and watches the money roll in. 

The little fellow—both in the publishing and 
recording field—-who scrambles about for a flash 
hit has a tough time. Record companies spring 
up overnight and go out of business as quickly. 

Malcolm McGlasson, editor of ‘““‘Music Week,” a 
trade paper, makes the following commentary: 

“The music business is the only major com: 
mercial entérprise in the United States without 
industry-backed research or a fixed code of 
methods and ethics. 

“The millions are there for anyone to take. 
What pockets they fall into is decided by the 
success or failure of the fiercest, most callously 
competitive campaigning imaginable. Its a dog- 
fight from start to finish.”

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12-Year-Old Jimmy Melton 

Listens While Warden Roy 

Best Talks to the Actors 

Who Will Appear in a Movie 
of Prison Life.

ARDEN ROY BEST looked at his watch 
: and then at the boy who stood fidget- 
ing by his desk. 


It was a late afternoon at winter’s end and the 
snow still lay like gleaming enamel on Colorado’s 


hills. School was out and the warden thought 
how other. boys like this one were playing on the 
sidewalks of Canon City and back at Las Animas. 

He studied the boy closely and noted how the 
glasses he wore seemed to accentuate his shyness. 
At last he made up his mind. 

“Come on, Jim,” he said, rising from his chair, 
“I’m going to take you home with me.” : 

It was a grave decision for the veteran warden 
of the Colorado State Penitentiary. At 12 Jimmy 
Melton had shot and killed his sister in the Melton 
home at Las Animas and had been sentenced to 
12 years to life for second degree murder. 

The young prisoner’s arrival at the Canon 
City institution posed a new problem for the 
warden, who was used to dealing with grown-up 
law breakers. Only last December, he had been 
the hero of a 12-man prison break in which two 
of the escaped convicts were killed and the others 
recaptured in three days. 

He concluded the long rows of cells and the 
rigid prison discipline were not for this child, no 
matter how serious his transgression. 

So the warden took Jimmy into his home next 
door to the penitentiary and the boy stayed ona 
one of the family. . 

At first, the people of Canon City doubted the 
wisdom of the warden’s course, but he was con: 
vinced he was doing right. 

“I am going to rear this boy just as though 
he were my own,” he said. “I can’t put him behind 
bars with the toughest thugs and crooks in the 
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“I work in the yard in the afternoon,” he said 
after the first few weeks of his informal adoption, 
“and answer the telephone for th® warden. Some- 
times I help with the dishes.” 

He was given a pet of his own, a collie named 
Susie, and helped with the care of the warden’s 
two Doberman pinseher watchdogs, Chris and Ike. 

“Chris says the kid’s all right,” reported the 
warden, “and Chris has never misjudged.a human 
being yet.” 

Krom the time he first went to live with the 
Bests, Jimmy’s day started at 9 o’clock with a 
three-hour session with his tutor, who found his 
I, (. far above average. 

In the afternoon, he sigdied music and devoted 
considerable time to his hobby—-working with 
leather. 

When the other boys got out of school, Jimmy 
played baseball with them in a park across the 
Street. On Sundays, he attended church services.

state. I’m going to give him a home and let him 
go to school. 

“They sent Jimmy here so I could.care for 
him. The way I look at it, I can do it my own 
way. This is my way. I’m going to try it out.” 

The incident that sent Jimmy Melton to the 
penitentiary and the protection of Warden Best 
took place last Christmas Eve in his father’s home. 
His sister, Phyllis, 16, was wrapping presents 
when she and Jimmy got into an argument. 

Jimmy’s parents had separated when he was 
only five and his older sister ran the house for 
his father. For a long time he had resented her 
authority over him. 

While they were arguing that night, he sud- 
denly left the room and _ returned with a rifle. 
Before Phyllis could act, he fired five times. 

Jimmy readily admitted the killing and said 
that he did it because “she was always nagging 
me about bringing in the fuel.” 

He pleaded guilty to second degree murder 
and was turned over to Warden Best. 

After the warden took him into his home, 
Jimmy ate with Mr. and Mrs. Best. His life there 
was happy and carefree and in a short time his 
weight increased eight pounds. 

Like the other boys in Canon City, a few of 
whom were later permitted to play with him, 
Jimmy wore blue jeans and a wool shirt with ski 
figures on it. 

The warden’s son was away at school when 
Jimmy Melton came and he slept in the son’s bed 
and pedalled around town on his bicycle. Every 
morning, he rode to the home of a neighbor who 
tutored him in arithmetic, geography and English. 


“We are trying to give him a normal life,” 
Warden Best said recently. “My wife and I would 
like to give him a feeling of love and security. 
He is a dandy, co-operative little fellow. 

“We don’t discuss his crime, but Jimmy realizes 
his guilt and Knows why he is here. We.are 
trying to teach him that God—and man—can 
forgive, even if they cannot excuse what he did.” 

The warden’s neighbors have slowly changed 
their attitude toward his experiment and some 
families began sending their children to play with 
Jimmy regularly. 

The people of Colorado have both praised and 
criticized him. Some have sent savings bonds, cash 


-and gifts to the boy. Warden Best doesn’t mind 


this, but said he doesn’t want to make a hero of 
Jimmy. 

“A lot of people say I’m sticking out my neck,” 
he admitted. “Maybe I am, but it’s worth the try.” 

Best, an ex-cowpuncher, said that Jimmy is as 
normal a boy as you'd find anywhere, except for 
his one sudden outburst against his sister. 

If everything goes as heretofore, he'll be 
eligible for parole in six years, when he’s 18, and 
Warden Best and his wife have every hope re 
will merit the faith they have in him and take his 
place again in the world as a good and useful 
citizen.

The $431,000 Non-Profit Edwards Memorial 
Hospital, with doors open to everyone regardless 
of race, color or creed, was about to be dedicated. 

Walter Edwards spoke the. simple truth that 
had been his guide since the day when he, an 
unlettered Negro boy of 14, had come with his 
parents to join Oklahoma’s share croppers. 

“He who helps another,” Edwards said, “really 
helps himself.” 

The first application of this, Edwards’ personal 
rariation of the Golden Rule, came in 1907 when 
young Walter helped his father cultivate the soil. 

Then, in 1912, the 19-year-old youth, whose only 
contact with reading, writing and arithmetic had 
been a few weeks each year after the crops had 
been laid by, went to Oklahoma City. 

There, like millions of American boys who 
have faith that this country is a land of oppor- 
tunity, Walter Edwards put his feet on the first 
rung of the ladder that ied him to success. 

He got a job in a junk yard, at $9 a week. 

Two years passed and Walter saved enough 
money to buy a horse and a ramshackle wagon. 

He collected salvaged material. which he sold 
at a profit to established junk dealers. 

Walter saved a portion of each dollar he earned 
for some new, and more advantageous venture. 

First he botght the Minor Baggage and Trans- 
fer Company; then the Economy Carpet Cleaners. 
After ‘establishing a large salvage yard of his

own he invested in the Enterprise Iron Foundry. 

While Walter Edwards climbed steadily toward 
success he helped others who had ambition. 

A sage bit of advice he often gave was, “Never 
allow yourself to get so angry with anyone that 
you cannot do business with them.” 

Edwards, who has deep religious convictions, 
was more hurt than angry when he learned that 
some men he employed were taking advantage of 
his lack of “book learning” to juggle figures. 

About this time, help came im the person of 
Frances Gilliam Waldrop, an attractive Negro girl 
who had once been a schoolteacher. 

She was a young widow, from Wichita Falls, 
Tex., when Walter met her. The 37-year-old man 
soon found she had as much busimess acumen as 
himself and more formal education. 

Frances was in the construction business and 
after conversations with Edwards she realizéd 
that employes were sSapping his profits. 

When Edwards’ finances were straightened 
out, romance took hold of their hearts. 

They were married in 1930 and soon Frances 
interested her new husband in construction. 

Since then, they have built the “Edwards Addi- 
tion” of Oklahoma City, consisting of more than 
500 homes for Negroes of moderate income. 

In 1945, Frances was taken ill and the only 
hospital facilities available to her in Oklahoma 
City were those of an overcrowded Negro ward. 

As she suffered. there, with inadequate atten- 
tion, she thought of others who needed help. 

“In .this land of unmatched opportunity,” 
Frances argued, “everybody can do some things 
for themselves.” 

There the idea of establishing the Edwards 
Memorial Hospital was born and Frances dis- 
cussed it with her husband before she was taken 
to the Mayo Clinic for an operation.

HERLOCK HOLMES, at the 
time that the Bartlett case 
preoccupied the English 

public, had not yet made his 
detective debut, for he was then (1885) still ges- 
tating in the mind of a young M. D. named Arthur 
Conan Doyle. But it is to be questioned whether 
even he could have unraveled the riddle. 

In one sense it all began when Edwin Bartlett 
took a bride in 1875. But it wasn’t until 10 years 
later, after the couple made the acquaintance of 
a young minister, the Rev. George Dyson, that 
matters came to a head and precipitated the final 
mystifying events. 

As will be seen, Bartlett’s marriage in the first 
place was somewhat unusual. 

Adelaide Blanche de ‘Tremoulle, born in 
Orleans, France, in 1855, was said to have been 
the unacknowledged daughter of an Englishman 
of good social position. It was said, further, that 
her father arranged the match with Bartlett, an 
up-and-coming .grocer and provision dealer 10 
years the girl’s senior. 

No money was settled upon her “but a con- 
siderable sum was paid to the husband, and was 
judiciously employed by him in extending his 
business.” They were married, after but one 
meeting, at the parish church of Croydon, near 
London, on April 9, 1875. 

The 19-year-old bride did not enter immediately 
upon the customary wifely career. She was, in- 
stead, sent back to school, first at Stoke Newing- 
ton, then at a convent,in Belgium, spending only 
her vacations with her busy husband in London. 

That went on until 1877 when, her education 
*t:onsidered adequate, she went to live with Edwin 
at Station Rd., Herne Hill. 


HERE, too, lived her recently widowed father-in- 
law, a person she came to dislike most heart- 
ily—and vice versa. Indeed, the only occasion sne 
was known to give rein to her temper was when 
Bartlett, Sr., accused her of improprieties with 
her brother-in-law, CHarles, in 1878. She marched 
-out of the house and refused to return until she 
received an apology in writing. | 

As this incident might on ~cagt Adelaide Bart- 
lett was no weakling. She s strong, handsome 
and ‘healthy, with cropped curling hair, thick eye- 
brows, wide, dark eyes, and a full mouth. Her 
social life was rather narrow, not through any 
deficiency in her own nature, but because of Bart- 
lett’s almost complete absorption in his business. 

In 1883, they moved to another house—“The 
Cottage,” Merton Abbey, near Wimbledon. This 
was: purposely small, and Bartlett, Sr., had to find 
quarters elsewhere, although still dependent on 
his son’s bounty. 

Early in 1885, the Rev, Mr. Dyson, a good-look- 
ing bachelor of 27, with large “romantic” eyes 
and a drooping mustache, became pastor of a 
chapel in Wimbledon. In the course of his duties, 
he called on the Bartletts, who were members of 
the congregation. 

From the very beginning, both of them were 
attracted toward Dyson. Having no close friends 
themselves, they—or at least the husband-—all but 
overwhelmed him with,hospitality. They pressed 
him to come again, they had him to tea, they 
enjoyed invigorating discussions. 

Soon Bartlett was suggesting that Mr. Dyson 
(himself a graduate of famous Trinity College, 
Dublin) come to the house regularly and help 
Adelaide to improve her mind. 


OW Mrs. Bartlett at this time was in her 30th 
r year. Her interest in reviving schoolgirl! chores 
must have been something less than white-hot. 
But her husband had an exaggerated reverence for 
culture, and he wished to keep her contented and 
occupied during his hours at the office. 

Dyson became an almost daily visitor. 

In August, the Bartletts’ tenancy of their 
cottage expired, and before moving to a new place 
they decided to spend a month at Dover. Bartlett 
offered Dyson a railway season pass to Dover, so 
they could continue their pleasant companionship, 
but the young man declined, pleading parochial 
duties. | 
twice there, Bartlett paying his fare. 

In September, Bartlett wrote, in part:/ ‘one 

“Dear George: if 

“Permit me to say I feel great pleasur¢ in thus 
addressing you for the first time. Tofme it is a 
privilege that I am allowed to feel toward you as 
a brother, and I hope our friendship may ripen 
as time goes on, without anything to mar its 
brightness. Would that I could find words to ex- 
press my thankfulness to you for the very loving 
letter you sent Adelaide today. It would have done 
anybody good to see her overflowing with joy as 
she read # whilst walking along the street, and 
afterwards as she réad it to me...” 

Dyson replied in the same vein: 

“My dear Edwin: , 

“Thank you very much for the brotherly letter 
you sent me yesterday. I am sure I respond from 
my heart to your wish that our friendship mav 
ripen with the lapse of time, and I do so with 
coniicence, for I feel that our friendship is founded 
on a firm, abiding basis—-trust and esteem...” 

That fall, the Bartletts moved to Claverton St.,

sitting room and bedroom in a house kept by 
Frederick and Caroline Doggett. Dyson, who had 
himself moved to Putney in London, continued to 
visit, frequently remaining not only all day but 
for dinner, too, followed by a pleasant evening of 
cultured talk. 

Thoughtfully the Bartletts kept on hand for his 
comfort an old coat and pair of slippers. 

According to  well-authenticated testimony, 
matters got to such a congenial pass that Dyson 
would kiss Adelaide, both in and out of her hus- 
band’s presence.

Dyson, who after all had his own career to think 
about, became rather frightened, like a beginning 
swimmer beyond his depth. 

There was the matter of the will. 

Once their friendship had been cemented, Bart- 
lett informed Dyson that, whereas his original 
will had left everything to Adelaide providing she 
did not re-marry, he had now changed it, leaving 
everything to her unconditionally. Moreover, he 
had named Dyson an executor. 


YSON, conscious of his friend’s devotion and 

trust, said there was no denying he was grow- 
ing very attached to Adelaide, and that he wished 
him to know it. He said that it was disturbing 
him in his work.

“Nonsense!” Bartlett exclaimed. 

By this time Bartlett and his partner, Edwards 
Baxter, owned a chain of shops and were prosper- 
ing handsomely. Bartlett had been working hard, 
yet he’d been ill only once in 13 years, and passed 
his 40th birthday that October still seemingly 
strong and hale. 

On Dec. 8, 1885, however, he felt so poorly at 
his work that he went home early. 

On Dec. 10, Mrs. Bartlett summoned a physi- 
cian from around the corner, Dr. Arthur Leach. 
He found her husband suffering from a most dis- 
comfitting combination of symptoms: nausea, 
severe pain in the side, nervous exhaustion, and 
insomnia. Just what particular ailment all this 
added up to never was even conjectured. . 

During that first visit, Dr. Leach looked inte 
Bartlett’s mouth and noticed a blue line around his 
gums. This caused him to suspect mercurial poi- 
soning, and to suspect, also, that some incompe- 
tent person had been treating the man. Bartlett 
stated that he had not been previously treated, 
but admitted that he had taken a “large pill.” 


JHE doctor gave him bismuth, cinchona, and 
nux vomica, also a mouth wash of chlorate of 
potash and lemon syrup. 

In later treatments he gave him bicarbonate 
of soda, tincture of chloroform, an opium pill for 
sleeplessness, gentian, Epsom salts, bromide of 
ammonia with chloral hydrate, phosphate of 
strychnine, sulphate of magnesium and tincture 
of jalap, and a concoction of santonine, sulphate 
of soda and Urwick’s extract. 

On the 16th, the patient showing no great im- 
provement, Dr. Leach examined his mouth again. 
This time he discovered that Bartlett’s teeth, such 
as he had, were in a terrible state. Some 10 years 
previously he’d had most of them sawed down and 
artificial teeth installed without the roots and 
stumps of the old teeth being removed! 

Here, Dr. Leach thought, might be the answer. 

That same day a dentist pulled out two of the 
stumps, on the next day’1l more were extracted, 
and on the 21st four more. 

Meanwhile, the doctor dosed him with his 
manifold medicines. Because of these, or perhaps 
despite them, he presently pronounced him cured 
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and told him that he only needed to get up and get 
out into the fresh air. Dr. Leach told him this re- 
peatedly: That there was really nothing the mat- 
ter. with him. 

But Bartlett plaintively insisted that he was 
still in a parlous state. He became distressed when 
Adelaide left his side even for a few minutes. (In 
this connection it should be stated that she re- 
mained with him all through his illness, sleeping 
in a chair beside his bed.) And he became alarmed 
when Dr. Leach suggested an end to his visits. 

(This behavior has led modern medical experts 
to diagnose Bartlett’s condition as one of morbid 
MWysteria.) 


Ms: BARTLETT, it should be added, also 
begged the doctor not to discontinue his min- 
istrations, “because H makes him so distressed:” 

Dr. Leach gave in to them. 

“But Mrs. Bartlett,” he protested, “there is no 
excuse for you not going to bed.” 

“What is the use of my going to bed?” she 
said. “He will walk about the room like a ghost. 
He will not sleep unless I sit and hold his toe.” 

This was not spoken figuratively nor in con- 
tempt; she actually did do this, night after night. 
she attended him so religiously that Dr. Leach 
said later he could not wish for a better nurse. 

But he advocated an abandonment of all nurs- 
ing in favor of a sea trip by the patient. 

On Dec. 31, another tooth. was extracted. Bart- 
lett, still in a hypochondriac mood, insisted that 
@oth his wife and Dr. Leach accompany him to 
the dentist. 

Having removed the tooth under gas, the den- 
tist opined that Bartlett appeared in excellent con- 
dition. But he added, in Bartlett’s hearing, that 
it looked to him as though a necrosis of the jaw 
was setting in. “The condition was not extensive, 
he added, but only commencing. 

At 3 p. m., that afternoon Bartlett ate a mess 
of stewed hare, and relished it so much that he 
assured Mrs. Doggett he could eat three such 
portions a day. 

At 9 p. m., he downed half a dozen oysters, 
bread and butter, and cake. Also, he ordered a 
Jarge haddock for breakfast the next morning. 

At 10:35, the maid, Alice Fulcher, took up coals 
for the fire. Mrs. Bartlett at that time told her 
not to come into the room again, but to bring 
a basin for some beef tea, and leave it outside the 
door. The maid did so. 

Presently, the Doggetts having seen the old 
year out and 1886 in with some guests, silence 
enveloped the house on Claverton St. 

At four a. m., New Year’s Day, Mr. Doggett 
was awakened by Mrs. Bartlett, who said, “Come 
down. I think Mr. Bartlett is dead.’ 

Doggett proceeded to the bedroom, where he 
found his lodger lying in bed on his back, “per- 
fectly cold.” 

“I'd fallen asleep, 
with my hand around 
his foot,” Adelaide 
explained. “I woke 
up with a pain in 
my arm, and found 
him lying on his 
face. I put him in 
the position you see him, and tried to pour 
brandy down his throat nearly half a pint.” 

Doggett testified later that, on entering the 
room, he noticed a strong odor of chloric ether, 
and saw on the mantelpiece a wine glass three- 
quarters full of what (he said) smelled like brandy 
with ether in it. 

Within a few minutes, Dr. Leach arrived. 

He observed that the mouth had no odor, the 
chest was moist and smelled of brandy. Bart- 
lett’s face was pale but the expression natural. 
There was no appearance of a convulsive action. 

“Could he have taken poison?” he asked. 

“No,” Adelaide replied. “He couldn't 
gotten any poison without my knowledge.” 


have 


CCORDING to his testimony, Dr. Leach looked 

around for lethal evidence, but saw nothing. 

“There'll have to be a post mortem,” he said. 

“Must there be an inquest?” she asked. “Wha 
is he dead of?” : 

“It is probably due to the rupture of some 
small vessel,” he ventured. 

Then he suggested Dr. Green of Charing Cross 
Hospital as a. suitable expert for the autopsy. 

The inquest opened on Jan. 7, but soon ad- 
journed to await the autopsy report. 

On Jan. 26, Dr. Leach told Mrs. Bartlett that 
he had some good news for her: only chloroform, 
and not any “secret” poison, had been found in 
the body. . She replied, unexpectedly: 

“I wish anything but chloroform had been 
found!” 

Then she went on to relate this story: 

On her marriage, she had been induced to enter 
into a compact “that the marital relations of the 
pair, in deference to certain peculiar views held by 


her husband, should be entirely platonic.” 

“We became acquainted with. Mr. Dyson,” the 
doctor quoted her as telling him. “My husband 
threw us together. He had given me to Mr. 
Dyson.” | 

During her husband’s illness, she went on, he 
had manifested a disposition to discontinue the 
platonic arrangement. She in turn had argued 
otherwise. 

Bartlett had agreed that she was right, but had 
renewed his importunities. 


HE confided to Dr. Leach that, to discourage 

Edwin, she had obtained a quantity of chlovo- 
form, her object being to sprinkle some on a hand- 
kerchief and wave it in his face, as needed. Thus 
he would relax and go peacefully to sleep. 

The circumstances relating to the procurement 
of the chloroform were related by George Dyson 
at the inquest. 

He said that on Dec. 27, Adelaide had asked 
him to buy some chloroform in order that she 
might quiet her husband, who suffered at times 
from violent internal paroxysms. Chloroform 
being extremely volatile, she woukb need rather 
a large amount, she said. 

Ioyson asked her why she could not get it from 
Dr. Leach, but she replied that the doctor wouid 
not believe that she was “skilled in the administra- 
tion of drugs.” 

Dvson testified that he bought the chlorofors? 
in four separate places, explaining he wanted to 
to remove grease stains. Then he had poured it 
all into one large ‘bottle and delivered it to Mrs. 
Bartlett. 

In her account to Dr. Leach, she stated, 
never kept a secret from Edwin, and the presence 
of that chloroform in my drawe: troubled my 
mind.” 

So, on that last night, she had brought the 
bottle to Edwin when he was in bed, and told him 
how she had meant to use it. 

She related that he had leoked at it and put 
it on the corner of the mantelpiece. He wasnt 
annoyed——“‘we talked amiably and _ seriously.” 
Then he had turned on his side and composed 
himself to sleep. 

After that she herself dozed off, holding his 
foot—-and awoke to find him dead. 

Vhat had happened to the bottie? She said it 
was on the mantelpiece at the time the doctor ar- 
rived, that she put it back In her drawer about 
breakfast time, and later -threw it out of a train 
window into a pond. (Incidentally, no police of- 
ficer ever laoked into that drawer!) 

Meanwhile, Dyson, panic-stricken at the first 
mention of chloroform in connection with Bart- 
lett’s death, had himself disposed of the four small 
bottles in his possession.

on April 12, 1886, the 
prosecution exonerated Dyson and used him as a 
witness against Mrs. Bartlett. Her attorney, Sir 
Edward Clarke, rejoiced in this move. én 

“Having admitted that he was innocent, the at- 
torney-general could not help calling him as a-wit- 
ness, and so offering him for my cross-examia- 
tion,” Clarke wrote later. “That would not be 
hostile, but friendly and sympathetic, for the more 
closely I could associate his actions with those of 
Mrs. Bartlett, the more I should strengthen the 
instinctive reluctance of the jury to send her to 
the hangman’s cord while he passed unrebuked 
to freedom.” 

The prosecution held Mrs. Bartlett had stupe- 
fied her husband with the chloroform via inhala- 
tion, then poured it down his throat. Sir Edward, 
however, was able to bring out that such a proc- 
ess was all but impossible of accomplishment. 


j ATER, the attorney-general, Sir Charles Russell, 
suggestéd that the defendant had mixed the
